St. Louis, Mo., April 11. ]—When 
President Roosevelt and former. President 
Cleveland dedicate the world’s fair here at 
the énd of this month, they and the collec- 
tion of distinguished foreign and native offi- 
clals who are to accompany them surely will 
be astonished at the advanced condition of 
things. 

The physical progress made Js astonishing, 
and so far as the matter of buildings is con- 
cerned the Louisiana Purch exposition, 
one year in advance of its petuhadl is mani- 
festly ahead of the Columbian exposition in 
Chicago at the same period.

Cardinal 
Gibbons will make the invocation, the pal- 
aces of the exposition will be presented by 
‘President Francis of the exposition com- 
pany to President Carter of the government 
commission, who in turn will offer them for- 
mally to President Roosevelt. 


Plan for Official Dedication. , 


President Roosevelt will make the official 
dedication of the exposition buildings, but 
the formal dedicatory address will be de- 
livered by Grover Cleveland. After this 
Bishop Henry C. Potter of New Fork will 
pronounce the benediction. 

For the second day there is to be a grand 
reception, the like of whicn St. Louls never 
saw before, to be given to the members of 
the diplomatic corps at Washington. ‘he 
corner stones of the foreign buildings will 
be laid at this time, and there will be fur- 
ther military parades and receptions, day- 
HMght fireworks, a concert of 2,000 voices, 
and similar events, while at night there is 
to be An extraordinary display of fireworks. 

Having thus disposed of the national and 
foreign features of the exposition, the third 
day is to be purely domestic. Invitations 
have been sent to the governors of all tne 
states, and most of them will attend with 
their staffs, at which time there will.be a 
joint and picturesque ceremony in the lay- 
| ing of the corner stones of all the state 


buildings. 


Grand Spectacle Assured. 

St. Louis has had much experience in the 
spectacular line through her long years of 
devotion to the Veiled Prophet and similar 
extravaganzas, so it is safe to assume the 
doings at the end of this month will be well 
worth participating in for those who like fuss 
and feathers. As an indication of the extent 
of the celebration, it may be mentioned in- 
cidentally that they propose to burn up 
$55,000 worth of fireworks, many of which will 
be exploded in mid air, while suspended anes 
balloons and fiying machines. 

So far as mere acreage is concerned, the 
grounds of the St. Louis exposition will be 
nearly twice as great as those used by the 
Chicago fair. The floor space of the buildings 
will also be considerably larger on the ground 
plan, although as there are to be no galleries 
at all, the actual space at the disposal of ex- 
hibiters is not substantially different from 
that of ten years ago. 

In the matter of cost the St. Louis exposi- 
tion is likely to be approximately the same as 
the Chicago fair. It will not be a financial 
guccess, and no one expects it to be. The 
corporation of the city of St. Louls subscribed 
$5,000,000, the citizens generally furnished an 
equal amount, and the United States govern- 
ment also chipped in $5,000,000. This makes 
an actual working balance devoted to general 
exposition purposes of $15,000,000. To this 
will be added a lump sum of approximately 
$10,000,000 more. to be taken from the gate 
receipts and the money received for conces- 
sions, 

General Fund of $25,000,000. 

The general fund for building and grounds, 
therefore, will be approximately $25,000,000. 
The United States government will spend 
$2,000,000 on its building and exhibit. The 
state of Missouri kas appropriated $1,000,000 


for the same purpose, and other states have 
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been equally liberal, so it can be figured out 


United States will cost about $10,000,000 to 
equip and maintain. It is further estimated 
that foreign nations will spend on their 
own buildings, on special facilitids for ex- 
hibiters, and on displays of national charac- 
teristics about $10,000,000 more. To this 
should be added an estimated sum of $5,000,- 
000 as the cost of installing the exhibits of 
domestic origin. Many of these will involve 
the use of expensive machinery and, costly 
power plants. 

Altogether, therefore, it is not extravagant

STREETS AND PAVING REFORM. 


Detail of Police to Watch for Litter 
May Be ‘Re-established — Lesson 
from the Peat in the Arrest of Near- 
ly 1,000 Persons for Violating Ordi- 
mances of This Sort~Merchants’ 
Club to Lend a Hand—Doherty Tells 
of 


Certain voters, who consider themselves 
responsible for Mayor Harrison’s reélection, 
are uniting in a demand for changes and re- 
forms in the city administration and re- 
quests for improvements have been laid be- 
fore him. 

Two eviis most bemupekines of are dirty 
streets and the alleged combine of paving 
contractors, which is charged with throttling 
competition ana maintaining excessive prices 
on local improvements. 

One of thege—that of dirty streets—re- 
ceived discussion at the afinual meeting of 
the Merchants’ club last night at the Audi- 
torium hotel. It was a closed meeting for 
the election of officers and the review of the 
year’s work. Definite action, it was said, 
would not be planned in any direction, and 
when planned would not be announced until 
November, but it is understood that propos- 
als to make a statement of conditions to 
Mayor Harrison and Commissioner of Works 
Blocki with a view to obtaining relief were 
considered. 

Ask for Proclamation. 

As a step in the direction of cleaner streets 
the mayor will be asked, by his own street 
cleaning officials, to issue a proclamation 
warning citizens to observe the laws and to 
follow this by re#stablishing the detail of 
policemen who formed the “ street cleaning 
patrol” with instructions to make arrests for 
violations of the ordinances. 

This patrol, consisting of two men to each 
of the outlying wards and a larger detail for 
the downtown streets, was put at work two 
years ago, and after about six months’ serv- 
ice was taken off. During these six months, 
it is said that nearly 1,000 arrests were made 
for violations and that the results of their 
work was noticeable at once. 

As another step Superintendent of Streets 
Doherty will endeavor to enlist the co- 
operation of First ward merchants in a_ 
movement to secure a repaving of the busi- 
ness strevts, substituting asphalt or creo- 
sote block for the granite block. 

The help of the citizens in preventing the 
accumulations of dirt Is asserted as abso- 
lutely es-ential if the streets are not to be 
in much worse condition this year than 
they ever have been before. Supt. Doherty 
asserts that the dirt which makes the 
Streets distressing spectacles is nearly half 
‘composed of articles which the people have 
thrown there. — 


: Doherty Tells of Abuses. 


“The streets are made the general re- 
ceptacle into which the people throw every- 
thing they do not Want,” said the superin- 
tendent. ‘“ Phe ice man. washes the dirt off 
in the street. 
“in the streets.” The 
storekeeper sweeps his shop and tosses the 
dirt into the streets. 

‘From the time when the business man 


starts downtown and throws his newspaper | 


in the: street.until the time when the woman 
going home from the opera throws her pro- 
gram in the street, they are the receptacle | 
for everything the people do not want. 

‘*T shall ask the mayor for a proclamation 


'ealling the attention of the citizens to, these 


conditions. Then. we also want the police- 
men put back on the street cleaning patrol. 
The citizens of this town have been educated 
long enough. They know what ts against the 
law, and the police should enforce the ordi- 
nances.” 

Little Money Available. : 


By figuring with the street appropriations 
yesterday it was discovered that just $55,000 
is available for cleaning streets in the First 
ward this year. In the world's fair year the 

gum used from April to December was §$87,- 
000, and the ward was much smaller then. 

“If we do not get the assistance of the cit- 
izens we cannot hope to accomplish much in 
the outlying wards,” Mr. Doherty. said. 
*“ Take the Sixth ward, forexample. The ap- 
propriation is $35,100. Four per cent must be 
taken out for dumps. It will require twenty 
teams at $4.50 a day to remove garbage. 
That will leave $5,616 for street cleaning. 
There are eighty-five miies of streets in the 
ward. To give them one cleaning will cost 
over $4,000, at $50 a mile. That will leave a 
little over $1,000 for all repairs and subse- 
quent cleanings. 

** We have bought three new sweepers and 
sprinkling outfits, and shall.use them so long 


| as the money lasts. It will last the longer if 


there be a little bit of care taken by the peo- 
ple. Prevention of dirt will help a whole ‘ot 
in keeping the streets clean.” 


In Grip of Paving Trust. 

In addition to the cleaning of streets, the 
requests which have been made of the 
mayor by the voters ask for a change in 
the making of street improvements. In the 
direction of cleaning streets the officials 
themselves are interested. In this other re- 
quest they are not. 

The mayor is urged to encourage competi- 
tion in paving bids by inviting outside firms 
to enter;the fleld if the alleged combine can 
be opposed in no other way. To show the 
increased cost at which pavings are laid itis 
asserted that crushed stone has been in- 
creased from $1.15 to $1.50 a cubic yard, that 
sand has been increased from $1.20 to $1.85, 
and that labor has been. increased 20 per 
cent. 

That there is a combine among the paving 
contractors is not denied by the city officials. 
They assert that the property owner who 
feels himself injured by the price charged 
him for a local improvement always has the 
opportunity of taking the contract at 10 per 
cent less than the lowest bidder. If the 
‘amount charged be excessive, they affirm, 
the property owner can take the contract ‘ 
from the contractor and award it himself.” 


BOY ANNOYS ADMIRAL DEWEY. 


Colored Lad at Detroit Is Persistent in 
Demanding Reward for Jewel 
He Tried to Steal. 


Detroit, Mich., April 11.—[Special. ]—Ciaud

MAY MEAN WAR. 


Killing of Russian Agent Now 


Seems Certain to Bring 
on a Struggle Over 
the Balkans. 


LIKE MAINE INCIDENT. 


Crime Believed the Spark Neces- 
sary to Start the Combat of 
. Great Powers; Turkey’s 
Sultan in Quandary.

LONDON, April 11.—With the inevitable- 
ness of fate, the course of events in southeast- 
ern Europe shapes without pity or deviation 
towards a great sanguinary struggle. 

Like many another crisis which has ushered 
in momentous changes in the destinies of his- 
toric races,-an unforeseen event has broken 
in upon the calculations of statesmen with 
such force that it promises to precipitate all 
their delicately balanced considerations down 
the road whose only end is war. 

In the present situation this event is the 


murder of Stcherbina. 


Allowing for the vast contrast in political 
conditions, it may be said broadly that the 
shot which ended the Russian agent's life 
had in it for Turkey's dominions in Europe 
possibilities akin to what the blowing up of 


the Maine had for Spain’s empirein America. | 


It is a difference in degree only. | 
What the Crime May Mean. 


To appreciaté fully the crime of Mitrovitza 


it Is necessary to know who Stcherbina was, 
what he stood for in Russian policy, which, 
when all is said and done, is the great abiding 
factor of eastern Europe, 

Stcherbina was born in 1868 at Tschernigoff. 
| He was a pupil at the Lasgareff institute of 
oriental languages at: Moscow, which is the 
schol of Russian diplomatists in the east, and 
he entered the St. Petersburg state depart- 
ment at the age of 21, making the Balkan 
peninsula his specialty. 
tached to the Russian embassy at Constan-. 
tinopie, and then was appointed successively 


| to'the Russian consulates at Uskub and Scu- 


tari. His intelligent and energetic work 


promised a brilliant future as a diplomatist,. 
| but his appointment a year ago to the con- | 
' sulate at Mitrovitsa was the most dangerous 


step for a man who knew, as everybody else 
did, that he had made himself obnoxious at 
Sciitari to the Albanfans, whose language he 
spoke better than any foreigner. 


Goes Bravely Among Foes. 

It was indeed his reports on the state of 
Albania that brought about his appointment 
to Mitrovitza. While there he did not con- 
ceal his active pan-Slavonic propaganda, and 
he counteracted <Austria’s secret action 
wherever found. Stcherbina was, besides, an 
energetic Russian official, an outspoken 
protagonist. | 

The sentence of fifteen years on the Al- 
banian soldier, Ibrahim, whose shot was cal- 
culated as much as a murderer’s ever was, 
amounts to an insult to the czar’s govern- 
ment. That the sultan gladly would have him 
executed nobody doubts, but Abdul Hamid 
fears for his own safety, as the members of 
his body guard are Albanians of the most 
truculent type and drawn from the same 
bands that attacked the Russian consulate. 

The Albanians rely on their friends at the 
Yildiz kiosk to bring the necessary pressure 
to bear on the sultan, whois as much at their 
mercy as were formerly the Roman emperors 
in the hands of their Pretorian guards, 


Reform Scheme Is Futile. 


The only alternative left to discuss is the 
Russo-Austrian reform scheme. An experi- 
enced observer of Odessa has this to say: 
** It daily becomes more apparent and prob- 
ably more plain to the Russians themselves 
than to others that the Macedonian reform 
scheme is not going to solve the Balkan 
question. The project has really nothing 
more potent to recommend than its well in- 
tentioned inception that all the wisdom o@€all 
the cabinets in Europe might be embodied 
in the Macedonian reform project. 

** But the result will be sterile if the execu- 
tion is relegated to the hands of the Turks 
and in its sequel the situation would be more 
dangerously complicated than ever. 

‘It is true that the thalcontent Bulgarians 
have done and are doing their utmost to ob- 
struct and nullify the Austro-Russian 
scheme, bret it would be idle and inequitable 
to ascribe to them the whole responsibility 
for its miscarriage.” 

Suppagsing a concert of Europe was substi- 
tuted for the Russo-Austrian combination, 
there would be even less hope, mutual! jeal- 
ousies would make anything except nega- 
tive action ineffective. 


United Europe Improbable. 


Europe would object to the sultan bringing 
war over the Kurds, who were so effective 
against the Armenians, to restore order in the 
Balkan peninsula, if only because these sav- 
ages infallibiy commit outrages on the un- 


armed Christian peasantry in the plains. 


After that European cohesion inevitably 
would fali to pieces. 

The Tory newspapers in London bravely 
declare that England never will allow Rus- 
sia and Austria to divide Macedonia between 
them, though it is difficult to see who, except 
the Turks, could prevent them if they could 
agree on a partition. They never will agree 
while Russia rates Aystria’s strength so 
cheaply. Europe knows that Russia know 
where she stands. The czar’s sincere per- 
sonal sentiment is for peace and the more 
material circumstance that the Russian gov- 
ernment may prefer to postpone the iney- 
itable awhile may be the influence operating 
now. But there is nothing else visible of a 
hopeful augury under the lowering clouds 
that momentarily threaten to burst upon 
what is left of European Turkey.

He 
would not accept engagements to play the 
piano at clubs and private houses, which 
would have brought him in thousands of 
dollars.

But to get together 
musicians, impromptu like, that is difficult. 

‘‘ When I return to San Francisco in Oc- 
tober I shall have a properly trained orches- 
tra. Already we have $130,000 capital ready 
for these concerts and I am convinced of their 
success.””

Mascagni spoke good humoredly about his 
American trip and said he regretted nothing, 
not even the deposit he had to leave in New 
York in order to get away.

“‘ My contract was formal on this point. All 
differences were to be settled by the courts 
at Florence. In spite of that I was made to 
pay down $20,000, and have not been able 
for three months past to get it back again. 

“Henceforth when you are told that 
America is the land of liberty and of respect 
for individual rights you can remember my 
dearly bought experience and laugh at. the 
idea. Don’t believe a word of it.” 

Signora Mascagni does not take the matter 
so gayly. She asserts seriously that the 
Americans blew their noses with their fingers 
and this is a thing which she cannot pardon.

“TI will risk few modest and partial opin- 
fons. Besides, all opinions regarding a na- 
tion of this age should naturally be gov- 
erned by the law of transmutation, which 
applies forcibly to what I may call the thank- 
less age of nations. America has reached 
that age, and, if anything, sometimes as- 


tonishes or even shocks one in the circum- 


stances and details of its growth, one must 
recall that adolescence whose features pre- 
sent an appearance of perfection that rarely 
become beautiful adults. Their features be- 
come deformed as they grow up, and the 
primitive harmony of their visages is ulti- 
mately lost. On the other hand, certain 
youths whose features are coarse and ap- 
parently, ill proportioned possess in their 
maturity regular features and magnificent 
forms. 


Such Is Destiny of America. 


“Such, doubtless, will be the destiny of 
America ‘and its prodigious cities. The 


‘youths of which I spoke have during their 


formative period ill formed arms and badly 
developed chests. All this latter becomes 
unified in the equilibrium of full majesty and 
elegance. | 

‘This is what I think of the future of the 
bewitching country on which the author 
ef ‘ Memoirs d’'Outre Tombe’ rested his pro- 
phetic gaze. 

** Today the ‘ flatiron ’ building and houses 
of thirty-two stories appear to be wrestling 
with small chocolate tinted houses of average 
proportions. But learned architects and well 
inspired decorators are working at superb 
reconciliations of iron and stone.

PORT FLOATS LIK A DOCK 


JONAIRE STOKES INVENTS A 
NAVAL BATTERY. 


New York Philanthropist, Whose Sons 
Are Engaged in 
a Spherical Vessel Carry- 
ing Two Monster Guns, Capable of 
Keeping the Greatest Battleships 
and Cruisers from Entering Har- 
bors—Not Like Russian Pians. 


ew York, April 11.—[{Special.]—Million- 
aire Anson Phelps Stokes, whose chief voca- 
tion has been philanthropy, has just taken 
out patents on a most formidable floating 
battery designed to protect harbors from hos- 
tile fleets. Mr. Stokes has two sons who a 
well known in religious and sociological 
fields. One son, Anson Phelps Stokes Jr., a 
few years ago entered the Episcopal ministry 
and also became secretary of Yale univer- 
sity. The other, J. Graham Phelps Stokes, is 
devoting himself to university settlement 
work in this city. | 
Mr. Stokes describes his battery as circular 
with a spherical hull and superstructure. He 
likens it to a floating apple, with the water 
line about the middle. The inventor claims 
this gives greater strength and safety and 
greater capacity for the same weight of con- 
struction than the floating batteries of Rus- 


sia, which are the best in existence. 


Carries Two Heavy Guns. 

The battery is to be built of steel and will 
carry: two guns of large caliber. If desired, 
che Battery may carry only one great gun. 
The center of gravity of the guns is approx!- 
mately at the center of gravity of the ves- 
sel. They extend through the main decks to 
the gun deck, from which they are loaded. 
The guns are held rigidly in place by the 
framework of the vessel. By means of coun- 
terpoises of lead the muzzies of the guns may 
be lifted. The counterpoises are run aft, 
thus tilting the whole vessel and the guns 
with it. 

One of the chief points of difference be- 
tween Stokes’ invention and the remarkable 
Russion vessel known .as Vice Admiral 
Popoff is in the guns, which in the Stokes 
vessel are rigid, attached to the vessel it- 
self, thus making it necessary to “trim 
ship’ in order to sight the guns, while in 


-the Russian ships they are mounted on the 


ordinary disappearing mechanism. Stokes’ 
vessel also is not designed to be self-propel- 
ling, whereas the Russian vessel moves by 
ite own steam. Then, again, the spherical 
shape is a decidedly new thought. 


Stoke Explains the Battery. ! 

In explaining his invention Mr. Stokes sald: 
* By reason of the spherical shape of my 
battery or vessel considerable weight is 
saved in construction, and from this, espe- 
clally by allowing the guns to extend across 
the vessel, much heavier guns can be car- 
ried. Considerable economy tn cost of con- 
struction results from the spherica!] shape of 
the battery for the reason that a large num- 
ber of parts are mere duplicates of each 
other. Another item of economy results from 
the fact that no gun carriage is used to hold 
the large guns. Their omission produces a 
safer and more secure mount for the heaviest 


guns.”

Fearing a raid by her brother, Alonzo 
Whiteman, Mrs. Clara J. Gibbs of Duluth, 
Minn., gave up her quarters in the Audito- 
rium hotel yesterday and did not announce 
where she was going. Her brother, she felt 
sure, was watching for a chance to secure 
certain valuable papers which she has in 
her possession. . | 

Whiteman, who is known as *‘ the gentle- 
man crook,” is said to have been seen in 
Chicago recently.

HIGH SECRETARY THEODORE B. 
‘THIELE VACATES. 


Said That He Has Been Giving Much 
Time te Private Business, and This 
“Ie Contrary to Rules—Financefal Af- 
fairs of Order Left in Perfect Con- 
dition, Retiring Official Announces 
Successor to Be Chosen at August 
Convention. 


After an incumbency of nine years, Theo- 
dore B. Thiele has resigned from his office 
as high secretary of the Catholic Order of 
Foresters.

Due to Private Business. 


“That. Mr. Thiele has resigned is a matter 
of common khowledge within the order,” said 
Thomas H. Cannon, high chief ranger of the 
prder. “ That there are any circumstances 
with his resignation that would 

nterest any person outside the organization 
JI deny. Mr, Thiele has engaged in private 
dusiness and that occupies his entire time.”’ 

“The order has no complaint to make 
against Mr. Thiele,” said Edmund 8S. Cum- 
mings, attorney for the organization. “I do 
mot understand that there is any fault to be 
found with the conduct of the affairs of the 
order by him. The books of the order are 
audited every six months by a committee 
appointed for the purpose, and there are no 
charges made against the secretary on that 
score,” 

Mr: Thiele Tells Why He Left. 

At his place of business, 1820 Michigan 
avenue, Mr. Thiele told how the duties con- 
nected with the management of a dress- 
making and millinery business which he had 
established had encroached upon his time 


| and attention. 


“When I began this business a year ago 
it took little of my attention, but lately it 
has demanded more and more time. While 
my resignation has not been formally acted 
upon, I have turned over my office so far 
as actual work is concerned. I leave the 
affairs of the order in first class condition 
and. my accounts are straight. I was not 
asked to resign, but the fact of my private 
business became well known, and as the 
rules of the order forbid the secretary to 
engage in other business, I gave up the 
secretaryship.”

DENEEN TO COLLECT FINES 
FROM 3.000 CORPORATIONS. 


List of Violators of the Illinois Anti- 
Trust Statute Sent to State’s Attor- 
ney with Request to Enforce Law. 


Springfield, Ill., April 11.—[Special, }—Attor- 
ney General Hamlin today certified to State’s 
Attorney Deneen of Cook county the names 
of 8,000 corporations which have failed to 
comply with the provisions of the Illinois anti- 
trust act requiring an annual affidavit to the 
effect that they have not entered into a pool, 
combination, or trust. 

The attorney general requests Mr. Deneen 
to proceed to enforce against each corpora- 
tion the penalties provided by the statute. 

Unusual significance attaches to the at- 
torney xeneral’s action for the reason that 
the Supreme court recently held that the 
statute which requires these affidavits is 
valid and constitutional. 

Many corporations outside of Cook county 
have failed to comply with this law, and the 
attorney general will furnish lists of the de- 
Mnquents to several state’s attorneys in the 
state. 3 

The penaity is $50 for each day the affi- 
davit remains unfilled, and.as some of the 
corporations are delinquent for five or six 
months they are liable to a fine of $8,000 or 
$10,000.

“PIBS” A MARK OF GENIUS 


TEACHER FINDS GOOD IN CHILD’S 
PREVARICATIONS. 


Mrs. Elia Adams Moore Says the 
Youthful Mind Is Given to’ Imagi- 
nation, but That This Is No Indica- 
tien the Boy or Girl Will Be Un-| 
truthful When Grown — Innocent 
Stories, She Asserts, May Point to 
Presence of Literary Talent. 


“Let children fabricate; it is a mark of 
literary genius.” 
. In these words Mrs. Ella Adams Moore of | 
the University of Chicago condoned the 
habit children form of imagining things, and 
then telling them as gospel truth. She was 
speaking on ‘‘The Place of Literature in 


Child Life.’’ | 

“The creation of invisible companions,”’ 
said Mrs, Moore, “ is acommon phenomenon 
among children. ‘When the. child. reaches ; 
this stage—the stage where the real world 
and the imaginary world become merged 
into one fn the child mind—it needs careful 
handling. The child draws on its imagina- 
tion to such an extent that it begins to | 
fabricate. 

“This wholesale prevarication often causes 
the child’s elders to become alarmed lest it 
will grow up untruthful and not a law abid- 
ing citizen. But this tendency to fabricate 
is often a sign of literary genius. How many 
literary geniuses have been crushed by 
stern parents who feel if their children fab- 
ricate they will fall from grace and grow 
into bad men. They tell them they mustn't 
fabricate; that their innocent stories do 
not please God; and by doing that the 
parents probably are smothering gentus.”’ 


Ready for Imaginary Stories. 
' Mrs. Moore déclared that the child mind is 
ready for imaginary stories, such as “ Little 
Red Riding Hood,” “‘ The Three Bears,” and 
* Jack and Jill,"”” at the age of 2% years. 

“It is the parent's duty,’’ she said, “ to 
teach the child a connection between the real 
and thé imaginary. A good way is to bring 
the story home to them by suggesting that 
perhaps the vacant lot across the street may 
have been the. woods which Red Riding Hood 
frequented. This develops the imagination, 
and the imaginative tendency is what makes 
the children able to write stories. It should 
be cultivated.”’ 

Simple Stories for Children. 

Mrs. Moore advised mothers and kinder- 

m teachers to read to their children 
only such literature as can be thoroughly 
comprehended and absorbed by the child 
read anything,” she said, “in 
which the thought is involved. First of all, 
literature must be understood by the child. 
Fresh air, play, the sounds and sights of 
nature are better than stories for children, 
They are the stuff that stories are made of— 
it is the child’s birthright to be permitted 

en them. 

is the only thing on earth the 
child wants. It wants wider and fuller ex- 
perience through literature than it finds in 
its every day existence. Feeling the need of 
a wider and fuller life is often what drives 
the boy to the cheap novel. It is a high im- 
pulse that sends a boy to a bad theater; it 
is a high impulse that sends him to the bad 
novel. He wants and craves for a broader 
experience, and he finds that through these 
two agencies he can enlarge his sphere of 
vision. It is narrowness in the home and the 
school that usually drives the boy to the 
yellow backed novel and the melodrama.”’ 

Characters Too Goody-Goody. 

A ‘teacher declared that in her belief the : 
characters in the literature read in the 
kindergartens are so goody-goody that they 
should have died before they were born. 

“Everything is negation in the stories,”’ 
she said. ‘“‘ The boys are too good to be 
spanked, and there is nothing in the stories 
that will make the good shine out against 
the bad. The stories should be stronger.’’ 

“ For young children a meaningless phrase 
is better than soothing syrup,”’ declared Mrs. 
Moore. “If a child ap say 

meaningless which wil! at once appea 
humor. The child will laugh 
when it would heve cried.”

Some Chafing Dish Recipes.

CHEESE SOUFFLB. 

2 tablespoonfuls butter. 

1% tablespoonfuls flour. 

\% cup milk, 

% teaspoonful salt. 

Few grains cayenne. 

1 eup chopped or grated cheese. | 

Melt butter, add flour, and when well mixed 
gradually add scalded milk, then salt, cayenne, and 
cheese; when cheese is melted add yolks of eggs 
well beaten; cool mixture and cut and fold in whites 
of egge beaten until stiff; steam over hot water for 
fifteen minutes, tightly covered.

Stocks 
are small in this country and abroad, crop 
prospects in important European countries 
are unfavorable, the Balkan situation might 
develop into something serious, and the Euro- 
pean demand for American wheat become so 
sharp prices here would advarice 5 cents 
a bushel over night. It is true there is a big 
crop prospect In this country, but there is 
also a big crop of shorts.” 

Sentiment generally is bearish on July 
wheat because of the crop outlook, and doubt- 
less many more million bushels of wheat sold 
for that month than would be delivered hefe 
under ordinary circumstances. It is assumed 
that Armour has taken advantage of the 
oversold condition of the market and the fact 
that any change in crop prospects must be 
for the worse and that a late harvest, such 
as that of last year, would help the bulls.

GICAL LORE FOR JURY 


WILL LEARN MORE OF ANATOMY 
THAN THEY EVER HEARD OF. 


Damage Case of Peter Gentleman 
Against the City Railway of Great 
Interest to Surgeons Because the 
Man 
Eclipse Lawyers in Court—Hearing 
Will Se Before dudge Abner Smith 
This Week. 


To those who expect to be jurors In Judge 
Abner Smith's court this week this advice is 
given: “Brush up on your knowledge of 
the human anatomy.’’: 

A case which is expected to demand of the 
jurors that they be able to read the leading 
article of any medical journal without re-. 
ferring to a dictionary is entitled “ Peter 
Gentleman vs. Chicago City railway com- 
pany,’’ and will be called to trial on Tuesday. 
Its record, it is expected, will read like a 
work on practical surgery. 

The subject of this scientific exposition, In 
which some of the leading surgeons of Amér- 
ica will participate, is the plaintiff, who until 
he was crushed between two cars Oct. 18, 
1901, was employed to raise and lower the 
fenders of the electric cars at C ; and 
Washington streets.. Since that time, it is 
said, he has become one of the most Interest- 
ing “subjecta"’ of scientific study and dis- 
cussion. 

Survives Remarkable Injuries. 

Although the real issue for the jury ‘will be 
to place the responsibility for the accident, 
_this question will be eclipsed in general in- 
terest by the description of Gentleman's in- 
juries and of the series of intricate surgical] 
operations which. prevented these injuries 
from terminating fatally. 

Gentleman, after the accident, was con- 
veyed to the Mercy hospital, where, after an 
examination of his injuries, his family was 
notified that there was no hope. Twenty- 
four hours later the end was expected atany 
time. Gentleman's hips had been crushed, it 
is said, and the organs of the abdominal 
cavity torn and lacerated. Death, however, 
did not relieve him, and there followed days 
of suffering, during which Dr. J. B. Murphy 
determined on a series of operations in the 
hope of saving the man’s Nfe.° 


Case Interests Many Surgeons. 

Gentleman, though almost penniless, was 
fortunate .in’ developing surgical conditions 
that made him an unusual and interest- 
ing ‘*‘ subject,”’ and for that reason he com- 
manded the attention of the surgeon, who 
spent many hours of study and labor’ on 
the case. Other surgeons ‘were also ad- 
vised with, and the patient paid them for

“I met a Greek fruit dealer the other day,” 
said Miss Jane Addams yesterday, “ and he 
said that In all the eighteen years he had 
been in Chicago no one had asked him about 
the acropolis or showed interest in any other 
part of the country he loved so well. The poor 
fellow felt aggrieved and was truly a stranger 
‘na strange land! This complaint of the fruit 
dealer, it seems to me, strikes the keynote 
of one defect in our school system.”’ 

Miss Addams was addressing the members’ 
of the Cook County Teachers’ association.

DECRY FOOL STRIKE ROLE. 


FANS WORRY JOHNSON WITH PRO- 
TESTS—HIS HANDS ARE TIED. 


American League Leader Is Not Re- 
sponsible for Objectionable Feat- 
ure Which Was Adopted by Joint 
Vote of the National and Minor 

 Leagues—Strike of Athletics Works 
Great Harm te the Game—Talk of 


Hippodroming in Recent Games. 


With the opening of the championship sea- 
son this week, baseball passes from the realm 
of fiction, or, at least, speculation, into that 
of fact. “Dope” gives way to deeds, and 
the baseball writer and fan with one accord 
lay aside the pipe for the hammer. With the 
effects of pipe smoking well set forth in other 
columns, this can be fairly devoted to the 
hammer. Nor is the situation at this usually 
happy period of baseball entirely devoid of 
opportunities. 

Down east they have started the anvil 
chorus in full cry, and the objective point is 
the foul strike rule, a topic which was sup- 
posed to have been thrashed to death al- 
ready out west. The fans in that section 
have worked themselves to a high pitch, and | 
are daily flooding President Johnson's office 
with letters and petitions praying him to re- 
peal the objectionable rule. The fact seems 
to have only just penetrated the slow think- 
ing brains of that section that the foul strike 
rag fact, and they are just beginning to fight 

t. 

Ban Johnson is not a little disturbed at the 
turn affairs have taken, and inclined to be 
incensed at those who are instigating the 
hundreds of communications which have 
come to him, because, while the petitioners 
may not be aware of the facts, the instigat- 
ors are. After about 1,000 of these requests 
to abolish the foul strike rule had accumu- 
lated in his quarters Johnson began sending 


President Hart, who is not only the author 
of the foul strike but its open advocate, and 
proud of it. The American leaguer naturally 
feels that all protests should be addressed to 
Mr. Hart, and the facts in the case seem to 
justify that feeling. | 


The American league is powerless to give 
up the foul strike rule without violating not 
only the spirit but the letter of the Cincin- 
nati peace treaty. Simmered right down to 
a fine point, the American league has no 
more right to refuse to play under the foul 
strike than the New York National league 
club has to keep George Davis and, Dele- 
hanty in the face of the same agreement. 
“Uniform rules” was one of the watch- 
words with which the magnates were urged 
to make peace, and a provision for uniform 
rules was expressly made in the peace treaty. 
It was provided that a committee of three 
from each league should confer and adopt 
a uniform code, to which both leagues should 
be bound by the action of those committees. 
It is a well known matter of record how such 
committees did meet in this city; how the 
American leaguers found that a committee 
from the minor leagues’ association had 
been invited by Mr. Hart to confer with the 
big leaguers; how the National league com- 
mittee, with the assistance of the minor 
leaguers, outvoted the Americans six to 
three, and so adopted the foul strike. 

The American league was forced into a cor- 
ner from which there was no retreat. Al- 
though, according to the peace treaty, the 
minor leaguers had no right to vote on the 
rules, the Johnson committee could not drive 
the minors out @f the session without 
estranging them and without giving the 
American league’s enemies every chance to 
put that league in a bad light before the 
public. They were taken entirely off their 
guard by the wholly inexplicable change of 
front exhibited by Pat Powers and his com- 
mittee. The Eastern league, of which Pow- 
ers is president, and the New York league, 
of which Farrell, another member of that 
committee, is president, started the season 
of 1902 using the National league’s foul strike 


old rule, both magnates avowing that they 
never would have any more to do with it. 
Yet they voted with the National Jeague for 
its adoption at the conference here. The 
American leaguers could do nothing except 
swallow the pill, acknowledge themselves

In the face of these facts it is easy to under- 
stand the chagrin with which the American 
league executive finds himself and his league 
blamed by the public for thrusting upon that 
public a rule against which he and his organi- 
gation fought as hard as they could in all 
fairness. | | 

President Hart is and always has been an 
earnest adv te of the rule in the honest 
conviction that the public wants the foul 
strike. He has worked for what he be- 
lieves to be the interests of the fans, and 
has more than once said he would gladly see 
the foul strike sent to oblivion if the public 
so desired. It has always been his belief 
that the managers and press alone were 
responsible for the opposition to the new 
rule, and he has had no reason for chang- 
ing that opinion. There has been no outc 
from the fans in this city or in this sectio 
of the country against the foul strike. If. 
western fans don’t like it they have kept 
the fact pretty well to the themselves, and 
there has been no such uproar in Chicago 
as there has been in Boston, for instance. 
For this reason it is to President Hart that 
these expressions of opposition from the 
east should be directed, for only through 
him can they produce any results. Con- 
vince him that-the foul strike is not popular 
and he will withdraw his advocacy. | 

The only way the foul strike can be re- 
pealed is by the National and minor leagues, 
as the American league is pledged to abide 
by the will of the majority of the club own- 
ers, and that majority has adopted the rule. 

The reason for the failure of Harry Gleason 
to report to the White Sox, as Jimmy Collins 
of Boston so often promised he would, be- 
came apparent when it was learned that 
Ferris, Boston’s second baseman, had in- 
jured his ankle in practice and it was uncer- 
tain how long he would be out of the game. 
For this reason Collins kept holding Gleason 
back and will doubtless continue to do so’ 
until Ferris is in shape again. This puts 
Comiskey in a tight place with the season 
near at hand and no way to fill the Infield, ex- 
cept at the expense of the pitching depart- 
ment by using Callahan at third.

‘| Was Robbed of Decisions Oftener 
than He Received Fair Treatment— 
Prejudice Against Him Because of 
His Nationality—Busy Season Ahead 
for Benny Yanger—Root and McCoy 
a Clever Pair.

fom Allen, one of the old school bare 
knuckle fighters and an ex-world’s champion, 
died at St. Louis last Sunday at the age of 

‘@4, Allen arrived in this coyntry in 1867, and 
mith Bili Ryall and Peter Morris as travel- 
ing companions exhibited his skill asa boxer 
jn all of the larger cities between New York 
ana St. Louis, afterward making the last 
yamed city his home. 

Tom had hardly ridden himself of his sea 
Jegs when he challenged America’s heavy- 
weight champion, Joe Coburn, a move which, 
during his ring career, made him the most 
disliked, most abused, and the most unfor- 
tunate English fighter that ever ventured 

/#9 America. Coburn was Irish and had a 
tough following, which in the days of Lon- 
don prize ring fighting was a necessary 
gajunct to the success of a fighter. Besides 
this, Allén was English, and for an English- 
man to challenge an Irishman for ring su- 
premacy in those days invariably meant de- 
feat before the articles were signed, unless, 
of course, the Englishman was “in” right. 
Tom, however, Was so persistent in trying 
to inyeigle Coburn into a fight it was for- 
‘ever harbored against him. 


Allen’s first fight of importance was with 
big Mike McCoole of St. Louis, and took 
place at Foster's island, about twenty-six 
miles below St. Louis, on June 15, 1869. The

NEW YORK CLUB SEEKS TO GRADE 
PUBLIC PLAYERS. 


Officials Suggest That Only Those Pos- 
sessed of Moderate Skill Be Permit- 
ted to Use the Van Cortlandt Park 
Course—Windsor Country Club Is- 
sues a Year Book—British Profes- 
sionals, While Arguing Against the 

Rubber Cored Ball, Use It, 


Public golf courses are on the increase and 
there is room for plenty more. Toa player 
accustomed to the etiquette of a private 
course the reckless abandon of many of the 
frequenters of the public courses'is always 
a source of wonderment, and if playing on the 
course he generally keeps a sharp lookout 
at all points of the compass. 

It has fallen to the lot of the officials of 
the New York Golf club to suggest to the 
commissioners of Van Cortlandt park, where 
the club plays, the formulating of a set of 
rules to limit the use of the links to players 
possessed of a reasonable amount of skill. 
They suggest that qyalified players be pro- 
vided with badges which can be revoked for 
proper cause, and that a short practice course 
be provided for beginners to cut their divots 


from. 

This suggestion will probably meet with 
the approval of players who have attained 
some degree of skill at the sport, but In Chi- 
cago, at least, the “dubs” are likely to 
make strenuous objection to any such ruling. 
The New York club has a large membership 
and is an allied member of the United States 
Golf association. 


For Golfers Who Wear Glasses. 


Golfers who are forced to wear glasses, 
says the London Field, while they are play- 
ing, labor under a great handicap, especially 
in misty or wet weather. The drops of rain 
or the wet fog are always obscuring the 
sight, and their play is materially affected 
for the worse in consequence. 

But scientific chemistry has come to the aid 
of the spectacled golfer, and a material can 
be procured which effectually keeps the 
spectacles dry and impervious to wet. The 
earl of Crawford, who knows a good deal 
about science, drew the attention of a golfer 
who cannot play without glasses to the ex- 
Istence of a substance which, it is under- 
stood, is used in surgery. Itis called “* lasin,’’ 
ang it can be procured in the form of a 
pencil. By rubbing the glasses outside as 
well as inside with the substance they are 
kept from being dimmed by moisture, and the 
result is that the player enjoys his game 
quite as much in wet as in fine weather.

In Hickok’s Hands. 


Up to that time Beuzetta had been the type 
of a trotter in whichi many horsemen thought 
an improvement could be made. Under 
Macey’s tutelage she was in the habit of 
carrying her head to one side, and when it 
came to the item of gait she was far from 
perfect, her style of traveling being cf the 
sort graphically described as ‘' putting down 
one and carrying three.’’ Hickok, who was 
a master hand in the matter of improving the 
gait and general manners of a horse, and who 
had, years before, made himself famous in 
this respect by the transformation he effected 
in St. Julien, that he drove to the world's 
trotting record, began operations on Beu- 
zéetta as soon as California was reached. 
Every day during the following winter the 
mare was given strong jogging work, and it 
was not infrequently the case that she cov- 
ered a dozen or fifteen miles before returning 
to thestable. Also she was rigged with a new 
sort of bridle and bit, and in general there 
was a well planned effort to overcome the 
alieged faults that existed under the Macey 
management. Knowing of all this, and hav- 
ing great confidence gn the skill of Hickok, 
horsemen expected to see Beuzetta develop 
into something approaching a world beater 
when she came east the following summer. 
but they were vastly disappointed. It is 
true the mare was better gaited, and also that 
her head was carried straight, but it was not 
long until the discovery was made that all 
the improvement was attained at the expens» 
of her speed, and that she no longer had the 
wonderful brush that forced Azote to beat 
2:05 in order to lead her to the wire. Nota

Harold’s fame was made when his daugh- 
ter, Maud 8,, beat all the records for trotters. 
This was eighteen years ago, and she trotted 
the Cleveland track in 2:08%, badly driven 
and wretchedly rated by Bair. Next sum- 
mer, unless present plans go amiss, Cresceus, 
the champion of today, will make an effort 
over the Cleveland track to surpass'the 2:08% 
of Maud 8., the stallion being hitched to one 
of the old fashioned high heel sulkies. 
Whether or not he is successful in doing 
what Maud 8. accomplished is of no possible 
consequence. The tracks of today are better 
than those of 1885, Cresceus will be better 
rated than was Maud S.; and there are other 
things that will make for the success of the 
champion, who has already proven himself 
the greatest trotter the world has ever seen 
at two miles as well as a mile. Should he 
beat 2:08% to high wheels the performance 
would not detract one iota from the fame of 


that feat his own reputation would suffer not 
one whit. Any horse trained and raced ex- 
clusively to the bike sulky will find the high 
wheels an entirely new game. Some will 
learn it quickly and@-others will not. Direct- 
um, when he could trot in 2:07 to the btke 
rig. was a 2:14 horse to high wheels, but Di- 
rectum was just as much a champion in the 
stallion class as could be-wished.

DREYFUS AGAIN AN 


FABRIC OF FORGERIES OF FRENCH 
"GENERALS NOW BEPOSED. 


Vigorous Intervention of M. Jaares, 
the Socialist Leader, Produces New 
Proofs That Deliberate Conspiracy 
Existed in the General Stag and 
That It Wow by Holding Up Threats 
of War with Germany — Court of 
Cassation Likely to Reopen Case.

PARIS, April 11.—Now weare again thrown 
into the Dreyfus affair by the vigorous in- 
tervention of M. Jaures, apropos of the elec- 
tion of M. Syveten during the sitting of Tues- 
day, April 7,.the last of the session, the cham- 
ber having afterward adjourned to May 19. 

M. Syveton himself had given an oppor- 
tunity for this intervention by placing his 
election on ,the restricted ground of the 
Dreyfus affair. He had told his electors that 
by returning him they would for a second 
time condemn Dreyfus, and he had added 
that the republican party should be de- 
nounced as “ a foreigners’ party.” 

M. Jaures protested against this insult, and 
his argument may be resumed in these words: 

“ You, much more than we, are the foreign- 
ers’ party. You did not hesitate to invent 
faise intervention from abroad in order to 
condemn aninnocentman,” . 


History of the Bordereau. 

On this he réviewed the whole history of the

Far as Trade and Indus- 
try are Concerned. 


SHARP WORDS OF TRUTH. 


Labouchere Declares a Modern : 
Englishman Only Works 
When He Plays.

LONDON, April 11.—H. G. Wells once 

wrote a novel entitled “‘ When the Sleepes

fact the united kingdom, is sleeping, so far 
as trade and industry are concerned. The 
stagnation of the holidays has descended 
upon the metropolis. All those who can ¢s- 
cape have gone to the country, the seaside, 
or the continent. Those forced to remain 
are either ashamed to be seen or else are 
sleeping, for London presents a spectacle of 
long shuttered streets, through which few 
people and-an occasional ‘bus or hansom 
pass. 

This condition of things will last until 
Tuesday morning, but it will take all next 
week to readjust business. A complete stop- 
page of work of al! description, such as is 
witnesséd during the present holiday time 
of four days, can hardly be appreciated by 
any one who has not personally passed 
through such a period of stagnation. 

The frequency of these interruptions to 
trade inspires a pessimistic article in Truth 
this week, 

An Island of Idlers. 

“Napoleon, {tt says, described the Eng: 
lish as a nation of shopkeepers. -It would 
be more correct now to call England an island 
of idlers. An epidemic of idleness prevails 
in this country. It is not apathy we are suf- 
fering from, but indolence.

In business and 
in trade all kinds of tricks are practiced with 
unblushing éffrontery.”

Uncle Sam, impersonated by 
a well known artist, danced 
for a prize, and women liter- 
ally done up in stars an 
stripes strutted and kicked the kakie 
walkie,’ as the French call it, in alarming 
fashion. The real cake walkers, burly Ameri- 
can negroes, looked on with amazement. 

The entire audience was in evening dress, 
A committee of artists awarded the prizes 
and “tout Paris” took the whole affair, 
which ended only when the cock crowed in 
the morning, most seriousiy.

formances. 


N 1898 the writer was one vf 
the first to expose the whole- 
sale fabrication of antiqui- 
ties in France, and through 
the columns of THE TRIBUNE 
Americans were warned 
against faked antiquities. 
Later another investigation 
was made for THE TRIBUNE 
in Paris, when it was 
found that the manufacture 
of antique silver was a 
thriving business, the old 
silversmith marks on spoons 


being cleverly attached to 
gorgeously wrought bowls, 
urns, and other things. 

That Americans should be 
taken in is not surprising. 
Few of them have. made a study of antiqui- 
ties, and all are more or less disposed to be- 
lieve a plausible story. Experience abroad 
leads one to conclude that cheating as to the 
article offered for sale is rarer in America 
than in Europe. That the conservators of a 
museum like the Louvre should be hum- 
bugged, however, seems astonishing, unless 
one has studied the conditions which now 
regulate not only the purchase of works uf 
art but the naming of: Louvre functionaires. 
Politics, the destructive worm of art, has 
entered the temple. The man with a pull sells 
his picture or his faked curio, and the real 


artist is left to his fate. 


The official painters of the republic have 


made the walls of Versailles and the ceilings 


of the Opera Comique and other public build- 
ings hideous with their efforts. Men of ab- 
solute Incompetency are at the head of the 
Louvre, the Beaux Arts, and other insti- 
tutions where competency alone should be a 
recommendation and politics rigidly exclud- 
ed. While tn America we are excluding every 
one not competent from positions which re- 
quire technical knowledge, in France com- 
petent men are being replaced as rapidly 1s 
possible with political protégés. 

This explains why the impudent purveyors 
of the famous tiara of Saitapharnes first 
persuaded Laferriere, member of the Con- 
sei] d’'Etate and ex-governor of Algeria, to 
act as agent for them. The political pull was 
necessary to sell the fake, and Leferriere 
unwittingly lent himself to the biggest fraud 


ever practiced on the state—in its line of |

SMOKELESS POWER 
- The uses of power today are multiplied 
and multiplying. Power decides the scope 
of industry and commerce. It sets the lim- 
its and the pace of town development. It 
determines to great extent the esthetic char- 
acter of town life. It is the universal agent 
of modern civilization. Peculiar signifi- 


prospects for increasing its amount, improv- 
ing the methods for its production or en- 
hancing the convenience of its distribution. 
In an article in the current issue of Mun- 
sey’s Magazine, a new word, “ niagaries,” 
appears to have been coined to signify those 
tremendous quantities of electricity capable 
of being developed “ wherever nature has 
stressed and vexed the course of a sizable 
river,” and capable likewise of entirely 
novel commercial! results, like the cheap pro- 
| duction of aluminium, or of a carbide which 
~“ will almost seratch the diamond,” or of 
graphite, or finally of nitric acid, from which 
the precious nitrates essential to agricul- 
ture can be had. It is reasonable to expect 
immensely important developments from 
“niagarics” in this “land of mighty 
“ Niagarics ’’ means the conversion of the 
energy of water falls into electricity and the 
transmission of the latter over considerable 
distances, reaching in a number of cases to 
between 100 and 150 miles. Are we on the 
verge also of an analogous treatment of that 
still more important source of natural en- 
ergy, the coal fields? If it were not for the 
interested inertia of capital invested in the 
prevailing methods of utilizing that energy,’ 
the conversion of coal into electricity at the 
pit’s mouth and the transmission of the elec- 
tricity to the centers of use might probably 
be in operation in some places at the present 
time. Even as it is, however, if seems that 
steps in that direction are being taken. 
Congressman Boutell recently stated on a 
local platform that two specialists were can- 
vassing the practicability of producing elec- 
tricity at the anthracite mines and trans- 
mitting it 100 or 150 miles to Philadelphia 
_and New York for fighting, heating, and 
power purposes. - . | 
It certainly seems to be time that such in- 
quiries were pushed to practical results. 
The notion of substituting an insulated cop- 
per wire for the coa] train; sending over the

The city 
should be as wise es the manufacturer. It 
uses its school buildings for its children 
during the day. It should use them for its 
‘adult citizens during the evening. 


Schoo! buildings will not be profaned if 


they are used for purposes which are not, in 
the academic sense of the word, educational. 
Neighborhood improvement clubs, local dra- 
matic clubs, chess and checker clubs, mu- 
sical clubs, and properly conducted dancing 
clubs will be as appropriate in the school 
buildings as classes and lectures. We can- 
not live by classes and lectures alone. At any 
rate people of means do not live by classes 
and lectures alone, and it seems reasonable 
to suppose that people in workingmen’s dis- 
tricts, like people in other distiricts, need di- 
‘version as well as instruction. Too often 
has it been the case that philanthropic ladies 
and gentlemen have proceeded on the theory 
that the first thing to do in raising the social 
tone of working life is to stuff the working- 
man with knowledge. This theory ought to 
be dropped. Knowledge has its value, but

TOWN IS PART OF NATURE. 
A clever writer in one of the Chicago 


papers talks about the “ unnaturalness ” of 
city life and about its enervating and demor- 


alizing influence. Thus does the city con- 


tinue to be the object of literary obloquy. 


Thus does it continue to be abused by those 
persons who of all persons are most in its 
debt. How many littérateurs can be hired 
to livein the country? They all livein town. 
They see town. They talk town. They 
write town. Once or twice a year they go 


out into the country and continue literary 


tradition by sighing for the clearness, the 
reserve force, the simplicity, the undistract- 
edness of country life. Then they come back 
to town and, by living town life at about 
ten times the gait maintained by nonliterary 


and nonartistic persons, they get so much 


town that they have to write railing articles. 


“ God made the country and man made the 


town.” “God the first garden made and 
the first city Cain.” 
These reflections are just, but they can be 
stretched too far. Fauna and flora are not 
the only works of God. Human beings were 
also made by him. Indeed, they are con- 
ventionally regarded as his chef d’ceuvre. 
Certajnly they were the climax of his creat- 
ing activity. Is there any reason, therefore, 


why a tree should be “ nature” and a man 


shouldn't? And is there any reason why a 
group of trees should be “ natural” and a 
group of men shouldn't? Why is a grove 
any nearer to God than a city? The things 
which are done by creatures created in God's 
own image may be assumed to be part of 
God’s matural world. 

The fact is that the city is the 


home of 


certain human beings and the’country of 
others. The latter are more completely sur- 
rounded by fauna and flora. "The former 
have got away from fauna and flora and 
have made their own surroundings. Who 
shall aay which are doing the more “ natur- 
al” thing? Both are following instinct and 
necessity. Further, if it be admitted that 


because it is more man made, yet the fact 
has to be faced that city life is to be the life 
of an increasing proportion of our fellow 
citizens. It is to be the normal, inevitable, 
natural life for millions and millions of men, 
women, and children. If it is not now what 
it ought to be it cannot be changed too soon. 
The admission, however, that there is any- 
thing essentially unnatural about having 
human beings dwell side by side in large 
numbers is not necessary. The city is a 
perfectly natural phenomenon. It is nota 
boil on the body politic. It is a delicate, 
intricate, complicated, convoluted’ nerve 
center. 
STRIKING AT THE PUBLIC. 

Strikes which may harm a whole commu- 
nity 
provocation, which public opinion will look 
ou in justification of the act. Labor organ- 
izations should have the same “ decent re- 
spect of the opinions of nd.” which 
the Americans of 1776 had. The employés 
of a traction company should be slow about 
leaving work, because so many people suffer 
when they do. The same is true of the em- 
ployés ofa gascompany. An effective shut- 
down of its plant would leave the streets in 
partial darkness. It would force household- 
ers who depend on gas for light to fall back 
on kerosene and candles. It would put all 
who use gas for cooking purposes to extreme 
inconvenience. If no gas could be had ia 
Chicago about all the inmates of flat build- 
ings would have to go out for their meals or 
live on canned goods, 

It is not at all likely that the strike of 
some employés of the gas company will 
deprive the people of their supply of gas, 
but an attempt to do it should not be made. 
The Chicago Federation of Labor has acted 
unwisely in giving its support to an effort to 
bring the company to terms by inconvenienc- 
ing the public. That is not the best way to 
get popular sympathy and support. The 
federation of labor must make out a 
stronger case than it has before it will con- 
vince the public that it should look approv- 
ingly on an attempt to cut off its supply of 


gas. 


A LONG LOOK BACKWARD. 

Ludwig Borchardt, a. learned German 
antiquarian, has given us a curious glimpse 
into the cloudland of time by discovering 
in a mummy case at Abusir, in which some 
Greek wanderer to Egypt was buried, a 
considerable portion of a poem describing 
the defeat of the Persians at Salamis. The 
poem itself, certain slight fragments of 
which are contained in the Greek antholo- 
gies, is not only the oldest known Greek 
manuscript, but from the fact that in one 
of the verses the poet speaks of himself 
we know he was the Timotheus whom 
Dryden: placed “ on high amid the tuneful 
quire” at Alexander’s court and who en- 
larged the lyre whose “trembling notes 
ascend the sky and heavenly joys inspire.” 
The poet repeats the mythical tale that 
Orpheus, son of Calliope, invented the lyre 
and that after him Terpander, that uni- 
versal Greek genius, gave ten strings to 
it. Of himself the poet modestly says, 
“and now Timotheus bringeth to light the 
lyre’s music in measures and rhythms of 
eleven notes, opening to the world a treasure 
of song set apart by the muses.” 

The Independent, in its current issue, 
has dont Greek scholars a pleasant and 
valuable service by printing the contents 
of the papyrus both im the original and in 
English. Timotheus is now something 
more than the mere “ shadow of a name.” 
His own words bring the poet and progres- 
sive musician of ancient Greece nearer to 
us. If Dryden had not violated the unities 
by placing him in Alexander’s court he 
might hong ago have been forgotten, but 
now he appears as a veritable personage, 
and what was myth and surmise now ap- 
pears to be fact. There have been intima- 
tions that Timotheus made many innova- 
tions in lyre music and was rebuked and 
punished therefor by the Spartan author- 
ities, but here we have it set down in his 
own words in the closing stanzas of the 
Persians: 
people that rule in Sparta, they who are 
graced with the flower of youth, harass 
and drive me forth, having set hot disgrace 
upon me because I dishonor the ancient 
art with new hymns’’—Wagner and the 
pedants over again. Perhaps it would 
have been a comfort to him of “ the flying 
fingers” if he had known that a_ poet 
laureate of England hundreds of years later 
would have immortalized him and that 
twenty-four centuries after he was gone 
his poem would be found and given to the 
world. It was the practice, as the Inde- 
pendent says, centuries ago to place a 
literary manuscript in a mummy case for’ 
the entertainment of the soul on its long 
journey. Perhaps other finds may be made 


of Timotheus, which may prove more enter- 
taining to men of the twentieth century 
than they were to the men in the mummy 
cases. 


THE MOSQUITO IS RESPONSIBLE. 
| The slow development and advance In 

wealth of the rich agricultural regions of the 
south was accounted for once by “ the blight 
of slavery.” It is attributed now by some 
to the lack of energy of the white popula- 
tion, and by others to the presence of a large 
unprogressive black population. The the- 
orists who have found in blacks or whites 


the explanation of the industrial backward- . 


ness of the south have gone astray. 

According to Prof. Herrick of the Missis- 
. sippi Agricultural college, who discusses the 
subject in the Popular Science Monthly, the 
mosquito is the guilty party. Exterminate 
him and onéof the most unprofitable regions 
of the south—the delta of the Mississippi— 
will be the richest and most populous region 
in the United States. 

The discovery that the mosquito gives 
malarial fevers—the shakes—to many of 
those whom it bites explains everything. 
The malaria of the mosquite infested re- 
gions does not kill a large number of people. 
There were in one year in Louisiana, Ala- 
bama, Georgia, Mississippi, and South Car- 
olina only 4,778 deaths from that cause. 
But for every one who died there were 131 
who suffered from malaria and did not die. 

A community where malaria prévails ex- 
tensively pays large doctors’ and druggists’ 
bills. That is the malaria tax. The work- 
ing and earning power of the community is 
greatly reduced. The man who is burning 
in a fever or shivering in a chill is not fit for 
field work, or work of any kind. The 
output of cotton, sugar cane, rice, tobacco, 
and other agricultural products is kept 
down. Necessarily land values are low. 
No richer soil can be found than that of the 
Mississippidelta. If that part of the United

IMMORTALITY. 

If a man die, shall he live again?—Job, xiv., 14. 

Every natural, well poised person holds 
life to be the dearest of all treasures. When 
a philosopher like Schopenhauer argues 
against the good of life we set him down as 
a pessimist. Only the morbid person, the 
misanthrope, the unhealthy mind lightly 
values life. Wrote John Stuart Mill: ** The 
soul yearns for life.’”’ And said Dr. Samuel 
Johnson: ‘‘No wise man will be contented 
to die if he thinks he is to fall into anni- 
hilation.’”” But with this passion for life how 
fearful becomes this shadow of death which 
palls the race bt men! Just when the powers 
are ripest the thinker, the genius, the empire 
builder must drop his pligns and retire from 
the stage of life. Shall we wonder, t , that 
from’ of old wise men should have ed 
Job’s great question, ** If a man die, shall he 
live again?’ And that great pagan thinkers 
sought by natural proofs to construct a 
doctrine of immortality? The strongest of 
these, perhaps, was the historical one—that 
drawn from universal belief. The Egyptians, 
in the fabled bird the phoenix, rising from its 
own ashes; the Homeric poems, with Acheron 
and the realm of shades; the Hindu doctrine 
of metempsychosis, the transmigration of 
souls, and the hymns of the Rig-Veda, the 
next oldest book to the bible in the world, all 
teach an existence beyond the grave. And 
are not such universal beliefs reflections of 
eternal truths? And do they not point to ob- 
jective realities, just as the eye prophesies 
things to be seen and the bird's wing points 
to a medium fitted for fllght? Hence wrote 
Victor Hugo: ‘‘ My thirst for the infinite 
proves that my being is infinite. Winter is 
on my silvered head, but eternal spring is in 
my heart.’’ 

The philosophical argument, based upon the 
indestructibility of any simple entity, has 
also been resorted to. On this ground Plato 
held that “* the soul was imperishable and im- 
mortal.’’ And Kant, the intellectual giant of 
modern times, deduced the same result from 
the voice of conscience, which he called the 
practical reason.’’ 
drawn from the incompleteness and inequal= 
ity and injustice of this stage of being har 
been adduced. 

And even science is not without its proof. - 
For Prof. Tait, in his “Treatise on the 
Unseen Universe,’’ shows that the modern 
discovery of the conservation of force—that 
no particle of force amid all chariges is ever 
lost—indicates the indissoluble nature of the 
soul. So the indestructibility of matter and. 
the mystery of sleep, *“‘ twin sister of death,’”’ 
bring further corroborative proofs. 

Such are the reasonings by which men inall 
ages have sought to frame a theory of immor- 
tality with which to break the lance of the 
grim tyrant death. Addison has thus strong- 
ly and beautifully voiced this sentiment: 

**It must beso. Plato, théu reasonest well; 
else whence this pleasing hope, this fond de- 


whence this secret dread and inward horror 
of falling into naught? Why shrinks the 
soul back on herself and startles at destruc- 
tion? ’*Tis the divinity that stirs within us; 
‘tis heaven itself that points out a hereafter 
and intimates eternity to man.”’ 

Yet what are theories, speculations, and 
philosophies when confronted with the reé- 
morseless logic of facts? So, with all their 
arguments, a tone of inconsolable lament and 
subdued despair characterizes the writings 
of the ancients. ‘‘ Happier never to have 
been born,”’ sings Sophocles, “‘ than so soon 
to pass through the hapless gates of hades.”’ 
And Haeckel’s ** Sleep of the Soul,’’ Huxley’s 
Sleep,”’ and Hume’s “ Leap Into 
the Dark” show the same doubt and skepti- 
cism among modern secular philosophers. 

And this, then, is the uniqueness and the 
glory of the Easter rhessage. It meets fact 
with fact. It proclaims with a trumpet that 
rends the universal air: ‘ Christ has risen! 
The Son of God has burst the bars of the 
grave! The king of terrors is discrowned! 
Jesus hath abolished death and brought life 
and immortality to light.”” This all men 
feel to be the most blessed and significant 
fact of history. It is the corner stone of 
Christianity. Well may Rénan admit that 
this Easter message hag revolutionized the 
world. Naturally and rightfully thinking 
men everywhere rose up and questioned its 
credibility. But Christ would have risen in 
vain had not the resurrection been satisfac- 
torily attested. And so the church formu- 
lated the evidence, and little by little the 
world came to accept the Easter miracle 
as an indisputable historical fact. And then 
the nightmare of ages lifted. The sun of | 
immortality rose to the zenith. A great in- 
spiration uplifted humanity. The floodgates 
of history were reversed. Religion was 
transfused with hope and gladness. Litera- 
ture took on sunnier moods. Art bloomed 
with lovelier forms. Cemeteries lost their 
horror and became peaceful couches where 
the loved pilgrims slept the “ sleep beauti- 
ful,” to be wakened by the joyful trump of 
endless life. The race had undergone a new 
creation. 

The resurrection of Jesus is thus a demon- 
stration of immortality. And of our personal 
immortality. For, as he was made man for 
us, so we triumph over death in him, our rep-

From these we learn that he was 
born ‘in 873. When about 16 he was carried off and sold as a slave to 
eno, who employed him as herder of sheep and swine near the hill of 
Blemish, in the County Antrim. After six years of servitude he obtained 
hig: freedom, returned to his native land, and soon became a monk in the 
monastery. of Marmoutier, which was founded by his maternal relative, St. 
Martin, who was then bishop of Tours. He remained at Marmoutier four 
eats, After the death of St. Martin he continued his studies and religious 
life at Lérins, an island in the Mediterranean, near Toulon, then famous as 
& peat of learning and piety. Here, according to Probus, “St. Patrick 
m many years in patience, obedience, charity, chastity, and sanctity of 
heart and soul.” Here, also, he became the friend and companion of St. 
Germain, bishop of Auxerre, and when this saint was appointed legate by 
Pope Celestine, with instructions to stamp out Pelagianism in Britain, he 
Prought St. Patrick with him as one of his companions to aid in extinguish- 
thg the heresy. | 
About this time, to quote Bede, “In the eighth year of the reign of

His visits are not the sudden 
and transient apparitions of a disembodied spirit. He says to the incredu- 
lous Thomas in the presence of his b:ethren: “ Feel with thy fingers the 
wounds in my hands and in my side.” A short time before he had gently 
reproved the doubting apostles in these words: ‘“‘See my hands and my 
feet that it is I myself .. . . for, a spirit hath not flesh and bones as 
you see me to have.” He-continued to frequent their company for forty 


days, conversing with them, instructing them, eating and drinking with 


them. 

The resurrection of Christ rests on so s6lid a foundation that it is pro- 
claimed by every Christian sect and heresy as well as by orthodox Chris- 
tians. 
The apostles were tite principa] witnesses of the resurrection. It is im- 
portant, therefore, that we should consider what estimate is to be formed 
of their character, what weight is to be attached to their testimony, what is 
their standing in the court of public opinion. : ' 

The truth of Christ’s resurrection must be tested by the ordinary evi- 
dence brought to bear in the examination of any historical fact. 

For most of our information we depend on the statements of others. 
The vast majority of the people of the United States know only from hear- 


flourished. 

We accept the veracity of a narrative when confirmed by a host of wit- 
nesses whose calm temperament gives no room to suspect the existence of a 
fervid imagination or a credulous disposition; witnesses who are disinter- 
ested, who have nothing to gain but everything to lose by deception. Now, 
such are the characteristics of the witnesses of the resurrection. 


The apostles cannot be charged with an overwrought imagination, blind | 


fanaticism, or imbecility. They were plain, blunt men, slow of belief, cau- 
tious, and calculating. They were indeed rude and illiterate, but they pos- 


sessed strong common sense and were endowed with a temper of mind 


bishop to preach to the Irish who believed in Christ.” 
_» Palladius’ mission not proving successful, after founding three churches 
he retired to the land of the Picts and there died.

Regarding this, in the life of St. Patrick, written by 
St. Eleran before 664, we find: “St. Germanus sent Patrick to Rome for 
the apostolic license, for this was required by ecclesiastical law; and 
Patrick having come to Rome was most honorably received by Pope Celes- 
tine, and relics of the saints being given to him, he was sent to Ireland 

St. Fiace, bishop of Sletty, writes: “ St. Patrick was consecrated in. the 
presence of Celestine and Theodosius the Younger, who was king of the 
world. It was Amatorex who consecrated him.” ; 

Jocelyn says: “ He hastened towards Ireland, together with twenty 
men eminent for wisdom and sanctity, appointed by the Pontiff Celestine 
himself, to assist him in the mission. 
his guardian and instructor; from him he received chalices and sacerdotal 
vestments, a quantity of books, and every other thing requisite for the 


ministry of the church.” 


Usher, Protestant archbishop of Armagh, says: “ But, although former 
bishops be mentioned to have been ordained before the pontificate of Celes- 
tine, for the mission, it might appear that Pope Celestine appointed Pal- 
ladius first bishop and Patrick had been sent the second or primate to the 


episcopal seat. So that, although our island had other bishops, still Pal- 


ladius was the first archbishop and Patrick the second.” 

From this it is evident that St. Patrick’s mission was immediately from 
and sanctified by the holy see. 

St. Patrick, reaching Ireland fresh from Britain, Gaul, and Rome, 
found no variance between his and the doctrines of the earlier Irish Chris- 
tians. He at once became a prominent figure in.church history; his strong 


- faith, burning zeal, great austerities, fervent spirit of prayer soon brought 


Ireland under his spiritual sway, and the nation became a sanctuary where 
religion and science found a home. After sixty years of unparalleled suc- 


He turned, however, to Germanus, 


-from which hitherto not only one but two 


were the victims of hallucination or deception in proclaiming the reality of 
eur Savior’s resurrection. Nor can they be suspected of imposing on the 
credulity of their hearers, They had nothing to gain by deceiving the pub- 
lic and everything to lose; for their earthly lot was a hard one. They could 
truly say: “If in this life only we have hope in Christ, we are of all men 
most miserable.” “For God hath sent forth his apostles, the last .as it 
were, men appointed to death. . . . Even unto this hour we both hunger 
and thirst, and are naked, and are buffeted, and have no fixed abode. And 


we labor, working with our own hands; we are reviled and we bless; we are 


persecuted and we suffer it; we are blasphemed and we entreat; we are 
made as the refuse of this world.” . : 

Now these same men had as strong a belief in the resurrection of Christ 
as they had in their own existence. They regarded this event as the crown- 


ing miracle and the foundation stone of Christian faith. In their sermons 


they lay special stress on this fact as an all sufficient and decisive evidence 
of the divinity of the Christian religion, They are willing to submit this 
truth as a crucial test case, to determine whether Christianity should stand 
or fall and whether they are to be prenounced impostors or heaven sent 
messengers, ,“‘ If Christ be not risen again, then is our preaching vain, and 
vain also is your faith. Yea, and we are found false witnesses of God, be- 
cause we have given testimony against God that he hath raised up Christ.” 

They wrought miracles for the express purpose of vindicating the truth 
of the resurrection, and consequently of putting beyond all doubt the claims 
of Christianity to the acceptance of mankind. Peter and John, on entering 
the beautiful gate of the temple, restore to health a man who has been lame 
from his birth; and they profess to perform that miracle by the power and 
in the name of their risen Lord. : |

government of the church and the preservation of its unity with Rome... . 
In the Book of Armagh we find the following transcribed from a docu- 
ment written by St. Patrick’s own ~~ and translated by Archbishop 
Usher: “ Whenever any cause that icult and unknown unto all the 
judges of the Irish nation shall arise, a. .s rightly to be referred to the see 


of the archbishop of the Irish (that is to say, Patrick) and to the examina- . 
tion of the prelate. But if there, by him, and his wise men, a cause of this . 


nature cannot easily be made up, we have decreed it shall be sent to the see 
apostolic—that is to say, the chair of the Apostle Peter—who hath the 


’ authority of the City of Rome.” — 


The genuineness of this canon cannot be doubted, and it was acted upon 
by the bishops of Leinster and Munster. at the council of Magh-lene in 
630, and by the bishops of Ulster in 640, when settling the Easter con- 
troversy. St. Cummian, at the council of Magh-lene, said: “ St. Patrick 
defines should any grave controversies arise in this island they shall be re- 
ferred to the holy see.” In 634 this same saint said, regarding the paschal 
controversy: ‘“ An old authority rises up against me, but in the meanwhile 
I ery out, whoever is joined to the chair of Peter, with him I shall be.” 

Representatives were sent to Rome and the differences were settled 
there. The Easter and the tonsure controversies were only variances of 


- discipline, but they were adhered to with such pertinacity as to prove that 


tuere could not have been any variance in doctrine. 

One of the proverbs of St. Patrick, found in the Book of Armagh, 
transcribed in 807: “The church of the Irish is a church of Romans; as 
you are children of Christ, so be you children of Rome.” 

St. Mochta, a disciple of St. Patrick, visiting Rome in 460, and being re- 
quired by Pope Leo the Great to make a profession of faith, because Celes- 
tius, an Irishman, had become a Pelagian, wrote: “If for the fault of one 
individual the inhabitants of a whole country are to be deemed accursed, 
let that most blessed disciple, too, be condemned—I mean Rome itself— 
or even more heresies have 
gone forth; and, nevertheless, none of them could get hold of or contam- 
inate the chair of Peter, that is, the see of faith.”

While we are admiring the delicious flowers of rhetori« 
which he lays at the feet of the Messiah, we find them suddenly. withered 
by the breath of his malevolent cynicism. : | 


Strauss, unable to controvert the cumulative evidence of our Savior’: 


manifestation after his crucifixion, has recourse to the desperate expedient 
of denying his death on the cross. He pretends that our Lord when taken 
down from the. cross was ina state of “ syncope,” from which he afterward 
rallied. But this objection is scarcely worthy of serious consideration. The 
death of Christ is minutely described by the four evangelists, including 
John, who was an eye witness of the scene. | be 

No one in his senses has ever disputed the fact that Cesar was slain:ia 
Rome nineteen centuries ago. Now, the death of our Savior is corroborat- 
ed by human evidence as strong as that which records Cresar’s assassina- 
tion. It was a public and notorious execution, occurring in Jerusalem, 
which then contained a population of more than 200,000 inhabitants, . It 
was superintended by Roman officials and witnessed by an immense con- 
course of bystanders, Jews and Gentiles, sym- 
pathizers and enemies.° His death was openly 
and exultantly acknowledged by his adversaries; it 
was disputed by none of them. The tomb in which 
he lay was guarded by Roman soldiers, as well as by - 
the emissaries of the high priests. And, surely, those 
zealots, whose minds were sharpened by malice and 
who displayed so much ingenuity and vigilant zeal in 
compassing our Redeemer’s arrest and death war- 
rant, would not allow their friendless victim to es- 
cape their hands till they were assured that life was 
‘extinct. 

Thus we see the resurrection of Christ attested 
by two incontrovertible facts—namely: the certainty

Dr. Stokes, a non-Catholic, of Trinity college, Dublin; late president of 


the Royal Irish academy, in his “ Life of Dr. Petrie,” writes: “ But this . 


‘much may be said.as opposed to modern views, that however the early 
church of Ireland came to differ in matters of discipline from that of Rome 
—whatever irregularities may have oecurred—it was an offshoot from the 
parent Catholic church of Rome, similar in piety, devotion, and doctrine.” 

Perfect communion between the old Irish and the apostolic see may. be 
proved by the number of pilgrimages to Rome made by the ecclesiastics, 
noblemen, and even kings. It can also be established by the fact that Irish 
bishops assisted at councils of the church of Rome. Thus they were 
present at the council convened by Gregory II. in Rome, which anathema- 
tized the iconoclast, Emperor Leo, the Isaurian. 

Ireland was the resort of students from all parts of Europe. For three 
centuries Irishmen were the missionaries and schoolmasters, the preachers 
and the prelates of every country in Europe. Ger- 
many honors 156 Irish saints; France, 45; Belgium, 
30; Britain, 44; Italy, 18, and all the other countries 
had their proportion of Irish saints. Sir James 
Ware, in his “ Antiquities of Ireland,” states that 
Irish monks, besides maintaining 164 monasteries at 
home, founded 120 more in the different countries of 
Europe, and the names of the founders are kept in 
perpetual benediction and speak in more eloquent 
words than man could write, that the glorious doc- f-@ 
trines proclaimed by St. Patrick to the kings of Tara § 
were the doctrines of the Universal Church, and that 
the Irish always were as they are today—dutiful 
children of Rome—seems to me to be a primer les- 
son in Catholic church history. :

WILHELMINA BRAVE BRAVES A STORM. 


Brother other to German Man- 
ef-War in Small Boat, Although 
a Northeaster Rages. 


{eY¥ CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
‘ROTTERDAM, April 11.—Queen Wilhelmi- 
na proved her courage in an extraordinary 
“fashion when she boarded the German man 
of war Chariotte in a raging storm. The 
Chariette had her brother-in-law, Duke 
Paul of Mecklenburg, on boatd, who wa; 
anxious to show her the trophies of war he 


brought back from Vénesuela. He visited 


the queen on the Dutch man of war Holland, 

at anchor here, and half an hour 
later Wilhelmina proposed to go over to the 
Charlotte to repay the compliment. As a 
storm was on at the time the captain of the 
Holland raised objections and Prince Con- 
sort Henry backed up the captain. 

Wilhelmina paid no attention to Henry’s 
remarks, but, turning to her officer, said: 

“ Would you be afraid to go?” . 

“Certainly not, your majesty,” replied 
the old sea dog. 

“ Well, your queen can do any day what 
a captain of her navy is willing to perform, 
Get ready, then.” 

A little While later people oh shore saw 
her majesty lowered by a rope inte a small 
boat dancing about in the waves, while the 
stiff northeaster whistled and roared, bring- 
ing mixed rain and hail fn its wake. 

A steam pinnance from the Charlotte towed 
the ttle boat, while two life boats followed 
at a respectful distance. as Wilhelmina 
would have ordered them back if she 
had seen them. When the royal launch 
approached Charlotte the crew, lined 
up on the 
miration. The Pheuben. on shore heard 
them and echoed their enthusiasm. The 
sailors worked a full half hour to pull the 
queen aboard, as the waves threatened to 

her beat on the sides of the man of 
war. Wilhelmina remained an hour, and her 
return to shore, when the storm had subsided, 
was triumphant, dozens of boats and steam 
launches her, and still more com- 
ing from shore to welcome her. Towards 
evening she drove back to The Hague on the 
box of her four horse coach, handling the 
ribbons herself. Henry was still too sick 
to Be at her side. The queen was wildly 
cheered.

Mr. Pierponnet is mayor of Wheaton, II1.,

Working, as he did, day after day in the 
“urmoil of the bulls and bears and seeking 
yelaxation in the open air he took up his resi- 
dence in Wheaton. He became the leader of 
the village’s thought, and when it came time 
to elect a mayor the villagers would have 

‘mone other than J. R. Pierponnet. 

For twenty-one years he has administered 
the affairs of the town. 

“ Many times I would have liked to retire,” 
he says, “‘ but the voters insisted that I stay, 
and to oblige them I consented. When a 
man has given his time and attention to the 
cares of a mayoralty for twenty-one years he 

‘ought to know his job, but I'm learnihg 
every day.”’

RABIES MYSTERIES _ 
STILL UNSOLVED 


Disease Hydrophobia So Rare That 
Many People Believe It Is Due 


to Imagination. 


VEN with fourteen deaths credited to 
hhydrophobia in Chicago last year 
the lay publid has its dog owners 
who scoff at the idea of rabies. 
Hysterical fear of the disease is 

charged with these deaths. For it is 
conceded even by the most active exploiters 
of the dangers of rabies that more of myth 
and superstition lingers about it than about 
the world of reptiles and the creeping 
things of the earth. 

Years ago the cry of “ mad dog ”’ was worse 
in its effects than the cry of fire in a packed 
theater. Since then science has determined 
that only three snakes in all North America 
have poisonous stings; *‘ ghosts,’’ almost by 
universal consent, have been ‘“‘laid’’; the 
germ theory has destroyed belief in many 
panaceas for many diseases; and yet there 
are more doubters of the existence of hydro- 
phobia today than there are disbelievers in 
the vaccination theory of Jenner. * 

This doubt has been inspired by the rarity 
of the disease as compared with other affiic- 
tions known to man; hundreds of doctors 
have never seen a case of either real or 
simulated hydrophobia, and the veteran Dr. 
William Osler of the medical department of 
Johns Hopkins university has seen only two 
real cases. Yet every one has been made 
familiar with the awfulness of the disease, 
while its source as popularly accounted for 
and some of the absurdities of its treat- 
ment in years past have cast much doubt 
upon the whole condition. 


Superstitions as to Cause. 


Superstition once laid the cause of the dis- 
ease in dogs and wolves to the bite of the or- 
dinary skunk, regardies of whether the 
skunk was affected by rabies or not. The 
**madstone’”’ that some hunter had taken 
from the stomach of a deer, long before, was 
an object of veneration and awe over half a 
state. Stories of how the stone would cling 
to the wound made by a dog’s teeth if the 
animal were mad, and how it would stick 
to the wound till it was full of the virus, were 


to be read of nearly every week in state pa- 


pers. Milk was the one agent to take this 
green virus from the stone, after which the 
stone might be applied again and again until 
the system was free of the poison. Further, 
there was the current belief that if a dog, not 
mad at the time, should bite a person and 


afterward become the victim of hydropho- 
.bia from any cause, the person bit even years 


before would succumb to the disease. 
Separating superstition and folk lore from 
the truth, the medical fraternity has estab- 
lished the fact of rabies, or hydrophobia, in 
dogs and in other of the lower animals, and 
it has been made certain that the disease is 
transmissable to man from the bite of any 
yne of these affected animals. It is needless 
to say, however, that the theory of the mad- 
stone has been repudiated; also it is an ab- 
surdity that any after condition of a dog that 
has bitten a person can affect the condition 
of its victim beyond the first results of the 
bite; and as for rabies being inherent in the 


bite of the skunk, that, too, has been marked 


for dissolution. 
Rabies Among Skunks. 


But that there are rabid skunks is a fact 
not to be doubted, and, reporting to the Med- 


ical Record a number of years ago on the 


epidemic of skunk rabies in Texas, Dr. John 


H. Janeway, of the United States army even 


went so far as to admit the possibility of the 
bite of a rabid skunk being more deadly than 
the bite of a rabid dog. 

In that year of hydrophobia among the 
skunk family of Texas Dr. Janeway re- 
marked that thousands of the little animals 


died from the ravages of the disease, but 


that the epidemic was expended of its force 
in one season. Of the biting of persons by 
the creatures, he remarked the likelihood 
of it because of the large number of people 
living in tents in that section; at the same 


time, no example of fatal consequences from 


such bites came to his notice. 

“That more cases proportionately may 
result from the bite of a rabid skunk than 
from the bite of a rabid dog or rabid wolf is 
probable, if not actually the case,” he wrote. 
“An animal nocturnal in its habits, gener- 
ally timid, but armed with a powerful bat- 
tery to resist any injury or affront—one that 
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leading tailors.

the disease. It is a well authenticated fact 
that rabid skunks \are entirely free from the 
odor so characteristic of these animals, 
which could not occur if the secretions were 
not exhausted; and, forgetting its normal 
timidity, it will attack any person or animal 
it may come in contact with, biting the most 
exposed portions of the body—the nose, the 
lobe of the ear, the thumb, or the fingers. 
Here is probably the reason why these bites 
of the rabid skunk are more fatal than are 
the bites of other rabid animals; they are 
always in a vascular part not protected by 
clothing, which prevents infection at times 
by wiping away the poisonous saliva from 
the bite of the mad dog or the mad wolf.” 


_Madstone Is a Myth. 


Prof. Rollin E. Smith has dismissed the 
madstone along with the hysterical and 
simulated form of rables in man. He says: 
‘‘In passing, it may be said that if sugges 
tion can produce the symptoms of hydro- 
phobia there is no reason why a madstone 
should not remove them. Occasionally 
paroxysms appear in a remarkably short 
space of time after the sufferer has been bit- 
ten; which proves conclusively that the at- 
tack is brought on by hysteria brought on by 
fright. In reality, the first symptoms of 
hydrophobia appear in man from six weeks 
to two months after inoculation. 

‘‘ A little understanding of the disease often 
would allay the fears of timorous persons 
and relieve much suffering of mind. For 
instance, if your dog has been bitten by an- 
other dog supposed to be suffering from 
hydrophobia it will show symptoms of the 
disease in three to four weeks as a rule; and 
the duration of rabies in a dog is never in ex- 
cess of ten days. In the majority of cases 
the dog dies on the fourth or sixth day after 
the appearance of the first symptoms.”’ ' 


Few Cases of the Disease. 


Several years ago the American Kennel 
club provided for an investigation of the 
question of rabies among dogs, a committee 
receiving reports from every state and ter- 
ritory in the union and from every province 
in British America. The returns from these 
sections were afterward canvassed by the 
committee, and as far as possible the truth 
of the statements was proved. 2 

In effect it showed that virtually there was 
no hydrophobia among dogs to the north of 
the north line of Massachusetts: none in 
Rhode Island; that only small areas in 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, New Jersey, 
and New York knew the disease; that only 
a comparatively few cases have been known 
in Pennsylvania, and these in a section ex- 
tending fifty miles to the southwest, to which 
the disease spread from the city itself: about 
100 cases were authenticated in Wisconsin, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Colorado, Nebraska, Okla- 
homa, and Kansas, with no known cases 
west of the Rocky mountains; Canada and 
Ontario had a few cases, but in the southern

QUAINT CUSTOMS 
OF THE ENGLISH. 


Things That Have Been Done Ever 
Since the Middle 
Ages. 


ig HE English are proverbially tenacious 


in customs, being a sort of European 
Chinese in this American. 
business men have found them so mm 
commerce; American scholars have 
found them so in education. They hold - 
tghtly to their “ institutions’ and to the 
manners of life 
This being the case, it is not surprising to 
find them still observing customs in official, 
religious, and private life which bind the 
present day Englishman to the middle ages. 
This adherence to custom affects King Ed- 
ward as well as the humbilest official Eng- 
lishman. In Ireland and Scotland also the 
same devotion to old rites is marked. 


Odd Selection of Sheriffs. 


When the king at the recent privy council 
selected new sheriffs for the counties of Eng- — 
land and Wales by pricking a hole with a 
silver bodkin opposite to each of the favored 
names on the hist his majesty was carrying 
out one of quite a score of interesting cus- 
toms that still survive to link the England 
of 1908 with the, Engiand of the middle ages. 

There is hardly an important county in the 
land that does not cherish some noteworthy 
custom hailing from early days in English 
history. Probably the most interesting feu- 
dal ceremony in existence is planting the 
horngarth, an act of penance which is now 
in its minth century of commemoration, and 
which has been carried out every year at 
Whitby without a single break. 

The penance is for the death of a hermit 
who sought to protect a wounded boar, but 
who was slain by its furious pursuer. The 
horngarth, or penny hedge, itself is formed 
by ptanting a hedge of stakes in the tide- 
way in the upper part of Whitby harbor in 
the presence of the lord of the manor. When ° 
the penny hedge is complete three blasts are 
blown on an antiquated time worn horn, 
which is in accordance with the prescribed 
stipulations. This horn is a good 300 years 
old, so it has sean considerablk service. 


Survival from Greece. 


A long way back in the history of England 
was a time when the high festival of Ceres 
was exceedingly popular. To this day we 


4 + have a remnant of the mystic rites of the 


temple of Eleusis of.the Greeks surviving in 
the form of the kern baby. In various parts 
of the country kern suppers are heh to cele- 
brate the conclusion of the harvest gather- 
ing, and the kern baby is carried on high by 
the reapers. The baby is a straw image 
made from the last sheaf of the harvest, 
adorned with flowers and with ears of grain. 
Really the Kern baby appears at harvest 
festivals of today as the representative of © 
the ancient Ceres. 

The most ancient of customs is still ob- 
served in Ireland on June 21 and in the high- 
lands of Scotland on May 1, according to the 
old reckoning. This is beltein, the festival 
in connection with sun worship; fires are 
kindled on the summits of the hills, and a 
variety of ceremonies are gone through. _. 


Burning the Clavie. 


Burning the clavie is another unique certe- — 
mony, whose origin goes back far into the 
mists of antiquity. Probably the rites stiil 
observed at Burghead, on the Moray Firth. 
have been performed since the days of the 
Druids. A tar barrel is sawed in halves; one- 
half is filled with tar covered fuel given by 
the townsfolk, and is lighted with a piece of 
glowing peat. The fiery clavie is borne 
shoulder high around. the, town limits in 
grand procession, and is placed finally on an 
ancient freestone altar to burn high over 
the waters of the firth. There are various 
minor weird ceremonies observed a the 
clavie burns away. | 


Quaint Cork Custom. 


Throwing the dart is a picturesque custom 
which is observed in Cork. Every third year 
the chief magistrate proceeds to the mouth 
of Cork harbor in full state. Following im- 
memorial custom, he throws a dart into th» 
sea—a dart with a head of gold and a shai<t 
of mahogany—saying: “I cast this jave! 1 
into the sea, and declare that so far seawar.l 
as it falls extends the right and dominion 
of the corporation of Cork to and over the 
harbor as well as the rivers, creeks, and 
bays within the same.” 

One of the most quaint of ancient customs 
is the bumping of staid and dignified elderly 
gentlemen against stones set in the Thames, 
Every year the court of the Watermen’'s 
company is bound to inspect certain bound- 
ary marks on the river.. The farthes. up- 


{|| stream ferry under control of the company 


is at Teddington, the spot being marked bY 
stone posts. At the inspection the beadles 
seize hold of the worshipful master and the 
other members of the court and grave-y 
proceed to bump the solemn gentlemen on 
the stone. This is done so that the exact lo- 
cation of the boundary may-be thoroughly — 
impressed upon their memories. 


Counting the Horseshoes. 


Every year for over 700 years the corpora- 
tion of London has discharged the peculiar 
duty of cutting some fagots and counting 
out acertaMm number of horseshoes and nails. 
This is done before the king’s remembrancer 
by way of quit rent for ceriain lands in 
Salop and Middlesex held from the crown by 
the city corporation. 

In the semi-darkness of dawning day is car- 
ried out the ancient custom of the payment 
of wroth silver ’”’ to the duke of Buccleuch, 
lord of the manor of the Hundred of Knight- 
low, near Coventry. After the steward has 
read out the old charter and called out the 
amounts due from each parish; the répresen- 
tatives each place the sum required ina hule 
in a stone said to be the base of a cross. ‘This 
is a weird scene as the shadowy figures glide 
up, place in their pence, and hoarsely whisper 
the words wroth silver.’’ Defaulters incur. 
the penalty of forfeiting a white bull tipped 
with red at noSe, and ears, and tail. A hot 
milk and rum breakfast concludes the cere- 
mony. The origin of the custom is not clear, 
though some antiquaries declare that 
‘“‘wroth silver” was originally “ wrath 
money,’ and was exacted for the murder of 
some relative of the lord of the manor. 


Cheese Rolling at Birdlip. 

Cheese rolling is one of the most peculiar 
Whitsuntide customs, and is observed 
at Birdlip, near Cheltenham. A cheese 
is seni rowing down the side of a steep hill. 
In its wild flight the rolling cheese is fol- 
lowed pell mell by an excited crowd, each in- 
dividual trying to gain it. 

Hungerford rejoices in an ancient custom 
which is rapidly becoming extinct. This is 
hocktide, the Tuesday foilowing the second 
Sunday after Easter, when the usually quiet 
town casts aside all restraint and plunges 
into wild gayety. All work is brought to a 
standstill by a blast from John of Gaunt's 
horn. Formerly on Hock Monday the men 
went into the streets with cords, stopped and 
bound every woman they met, the prisoner 
being released on payment of 1d or a kiss. 
The following day the women went out to 
capture straying men—and the women invza- 
riably extracted the most momey. Last yee - 
certain residents put an end to the kiszin.; 
observance as being out of accord with mu.-

The *‘ hocking '' consisted of capturing some 
unwary female and chairing Ner ina ribbon 
bedecked chair, after which quaint ceremony 
she was taxed, with the usual! option of kiss- 
ing.

' T Lindsborg, a quaint town, the cen- 
ter of a Swedis® colony in Kansas, 
the dnntal Baster event which the 
sturdy farmers and their housewives 
look forward to is the singing of 
Handel's oratorio, “‘The Messiah,’ by a 

horus.of 400 trained voices, accompanied 

y an orchestra and a three manual pipe 
organ which cost $5,000. 

The oratorio brings to the little village of 
Lindsborg, with a population of 2,000, at 
least 10,000 people during the event. In 
this same town Mme. Lillian Nordica re-. 
cently gave a récital to an audience of 2,500 
people. All this has been made possible and 
successful by the perseverance and toil of 
the colonists. 

The Swedish colony was founded in 1867 
by Dr. Olof Olsen, who had been a minister 
in his native country, and who, with his 
friends, purchased 20,000 acres in the Smoky 
Hill. valley to found «a Swedish colony—a 
colony that was -to have no saloons anl 
that. should be without vicés. Today the 
church has 3,000 communicants, for the ma- 
jority of the people in and around Lindsborg 
ere Lutherans. 

Dr, Olson brought a number of young men 
from Illinois to Lindsborg in. 1876. They 
held services in the town. Among these 
young men was Dr. Carl Swensson, the presi- 
dent and founder of Bethany college. The 
figst year he had three pupils; now the col- 
lege has 500 students and handsome brick 
buildings built at a cost of $125,000. 


Success of First Oratorio. 


Dr. Olson heard “* The Messiah’’ sung in 
England. ‘His people were a singing race. 
He returned to the colony with the idea of 
making the singing of the oratorio an annual 
event at Eastertide in honor and glory of the 
resurrection. It would be something to in- 
spire his people. He talked with the settlers 


rs 


of the Smoky Hill valley. They gave from 
their meager savings to bear the expenses, 
Mrs. Carl Swensson drilled the first chorus 
of forty voices. The soleists came from Rock 
Island. The first oratorio was a success. 

The proceeds patd for one of the first small- 
er buildings of the college. The college and 
“ The Messiah " grew together. The Swedes 
were interested in both. ‘‘ God and the Con- 
stitution "' was the motto of the college, the 
colony, and the colonists. The idea was to 
make the college, the colony, and the col- 
onists purely American. The motto has been 
followed. The college grew, the Swedes pros- 
pered, and drought and hard times had no 
effect upon the Smoky Hill valley. 


Auditorium Seats 4,000. 


Seven years ago anjauditorium was built 
with a seating capacity for 4,000. ‘It was 
predicted that not enough people could be 
assembled to fill it, but this year, when the 
oratorio will be given, it will be crowded, as 
it has been each year since it was built. 

All up and down the Smoky Hill valley 
are parlor organs. They will be found in 
nearly every household., There are few 
pianos. The three Moller pipe organ, at a 
cost of $5,000, was purchased for the audi- 
torium with funds raised by the college peo- 


by ‘students going out among the farmers 
and selling organs on commission. 
Travel to Festival in Wagons. 


The days that the oratorio is given the 
visitors travel to Lindsborg by train and 


by wagon. Farmers with their families 
drive twenty and thirty miles to hear the 
chorus. They go to the auditorium early. 
The young ladies of the chorus appear 
dressed in pink and white. The men are 
in dark clothes. They all take their places 
on the tiers of seats on the stage. Prof. 
Samuel Thorstenburg, the trainer and con- 
ductor, is Kansas born and bred. He has 
studied under the best instructors of Stock- 
holm and London. He leads the chorus. | 

Prof. Theodore Lindberg, who studied the 
violin under Zedele and Listemann, leads 
the orchestra of forty pieces. At the organ 
is Hugo Bedlinger, from Stockholm. He 
makes the organ speak to the Swedes’in 
the vast auditorium. The leader waves his 
baton and the treat of the year for the 
farmer folk of the Smoky Hill Valley has 
begun. 

Then the same people leave the building 
when “The Messiah’ ts over to go home, 
perhaps for a drive of thirty miles, to take 
up their labors and to sing what they have 
heard as they follow their plows and their 
reapers.

BSINTHE, “the green terror of 
France,” is now being produced in 
considerable quantities in this coun- 
try. and is being ugeed to an alarming 
extent. 

In some sections of Wisconsin the worm- 
wood is being cultivared, and it is from this 
plant that ot! is distilled for making absinthe. 
It is, necessary to give the cultivation of 
wormwood great care, and a certain age or 
growth must be reached before it is suited 
for distilling the oil, an oil which is worth 
its weight in gold. Climatic changes have 
resulted in making certain sections of Wis- 
consin favored spots for the growing of 
wormwood, and now there are several worm- 
wood farms in that state. Thereis a secret 
in its cultivation which is carefully guarded 
by the pioneers, and hence many growers are 
unsuccessful in raising a plant which will 
produce the oil. The plan of sowing the seed 
broadcast has been abandoned, and now the 
successful growers plant in drills or rows, 
cultivating as they would corn or tobacco. 
It is just before the plant has reached 
maturity that it is cut down and sent to the 
distillery, where’ the oil is taken from the 
green plant. The oil is extracted by means 
of heat, the exact process of which Iam not 
familiar with. 

The Wisconsin growers of wormwood and 
distillers of thé oil at first shipped nearly 
all their output to Europe, but how they find 
a good,market for it in this country, and at 
almost fabulous prices. Of course, the drug 
houses of America find a readfy home market. 
The oll-is employed in many ways, but its 
chief uses are In the making of absinthe and 
liniments. The penetrating power of the 
oll is something wonderful. When applied 
to the surface it works its way right to the 
bone, and this makes it exceedingly valuable 
in compounding strong liniments. 

A person under the influence of the drug 
experiences the most pleasant dreams and 
maginings, but Mke all excesees it kills the 
gentile emotions, freezes kindness, rouses in 
man the spirit of the beast, and accomplishes 
more vile deeds than are dreamed of. A 
large drink of absinthe will produce insen- 
sibility, convulsions, dilated pupils, sluggish 
pulse, and other serious effects—the after 
effect often including trembling hands, arms 
and legs, intense thirst, tin ing in the ears, | 
iiusions of sight an@ hearing, and other 

horrifying results. 

So strong a hoki has the use of absinthe. 
gained .in France that the government has 
made repeated efforts to suppress its sale. 
Its use in America is increasing every day. 
The rank poison is kept by nearly every 
Salooonist in every city and town. A few 
Grope in-a glass of whisky will make the 
average drinker think and feel that he owns 
half the earth and that another drink of the 
same kind will give him the remainder. 
“Just a dash of absinthe” is what many 


present day drinkers say to the bar- 
tender, when they ordera drink. Two 
or; three drinks with “just a dash 


of absinthe” will cause the drinkers 
to get in that condition where he 
owns it all, knows everything, wants to hug 
everybody, and is the biggest fool in seven- 
teen States. When the stuff begins to die 
out he is om the verge of a good’case of 
“monkeys.” There is no drinking schedule 
80 Sure of producing jimjame in short order 
as “just a dash of absinthe.”’ 

While the Wisconsin manufacturers of the 
oll which produces absinthe are getting a 
g00d quality, France will continue to make 
the best grade, because the secrets of its 
menufacture have been known to them for 
ages. This secret has never found Its way 
into the laboratories this side of the Atlantic.

Work Long Hours. 

™ Van men are subjected to the longest 
Minds of hours. When they take a job they

fshed, and sometimes they have no rest for 


forty-eight hours. In Chicago, where dis-- 


tances are truly magnificent, van men must 
expect to go night and day without sleep 
during the rush days around May‘l. Land- 
lords thoughtfully embody in their leases,

tenant must get out on the day before the 
ist of May, and so the van men must rush and 
work without thought of sleep.

Always in a Mad Rush. 

“People who move are always in a mad 
rush. They can’t get into the new home 
until the first day of May, and they must 
get out of their old quarters at that time or 
pay the cash penalty. So the van men must 
move lively and get cranky pieces of furni- 
ture down winding stairs and across wet and 
slippery pavements with a reckless disre- 
gard of their own safety. 

“Van men say that lifting heavy chests 
and negotiating a piano down four flights of 
stairs is not so much a matter of physical 
strength as it is of knowing how. A new 
man will wear himself out in two hours’ 
straining and tugging at heavy furniture, 
while an experienced man will go through 
a day without feeling any more fatigue or 
being injured unless through the careless- 
ness or want of skill shown by his helpers. 
It usually takes two weeks for a man to 
learn how to juggle bureaus and tables with- 


learn, but keep en tugging and straining un- 
til they receive a hurt that puts them out of 
the business. 


Staggerers Not Always Drunken. 

“People often charge the van men with 
possessing too great an inclination to indulge 
in strong drink. ‘The men say that this 
charge is only partly true and not at ald jus- 
tified. Many men engaged in the moving 
business do drink when opportunities offer 
while at work, but they say they do it 
only because it is not possible for a human 
being to work from twenty-four to fifty’

Best Children 


HERE’S a school on the west side where 
at recess time the children do not race 
gayly out of doors, capering and shout- 
ing. The pupfis have shouted s0 much 

§ntheir little lives from cruel pains that 
they've no shouts to waste at play, and, as 
‘for capering, it is as much as many of them 
tcan do to.crawl on all fours painfully along 
the floor. It is the School for Crippkd Chil- 
tren, which by the grace of the board of 
‘education. occupies one wing of the Tilden 
setrool, at West Lake and Elizabeth streets, 
but is maintained by privatesubscriptions. 

There are sixty-seven chikiren in the 
echdol, although there are a hundred or more 
others who woulkd like to attend, but sixty- 
seven is all that the school with its limited 
epace can accommodate. These children are 
all crippkd in one way or another. Some 
have tubercular hips, others have bent legs 
or arms from falls received when they were 
babies. Many are paralytics, and one dear lit- 
tle white faced bey on a front seat in one of 
the roome lieped out in reply to a question 
that he had‘ cuvthethureof the spine.’’ One 
boy makes his way about by crawling on the 
floor and a little girl came down to greet the 
Visitor by taking a chair and moving it and 
hervelf by a series of little jumps. 

Brought to School in Buses. 

These children come from all parts of the 
city, being brought to the school in buses 
that carry them home at night. Their 
luncheon is prepared for them at the school, 

the food being cooked on a big range in one 
of the rooms and served in one of the school- 
rooms, which also does duty as a dining 


room, 
These children could not well go to the ordi- 


* Mary schools. Most of them have been pre- 


vented@by theirinfirmities from going outside 
of their homes, or at beast of being away for 
all Gay at a time, until they were so old that 
they. felt much ashamed to be put in classes 
with children of half theirage Besides this 
they need special care, such as they conid 
not receive in the ordinary school. It is 
neceseary for them too to move about and 


assume different positians so as to rest, and 


they would hopelessly destroy the discipline 
maintained in the regular schoolroom. 

Each one of these children requires indi- 
vidual attention from a teacher who under- 
stands fully their disability and who adjusts 
their periods of work and rest accordingly. 
Besides this, it is unfortunately true that 
sound, healthy: children are not considerate 
of tiroge of their number who are crippied or 
have mental or physical defects of any kind. 

All of the children in the crippied chil-

@chools before they came to the Tilden 
school, speak of their experiences in the for- 
Amer places as having been most unhappy.

_ Prefer to Be Together. 

Mrs. Emma D. Haskell, the teacher in 
charge of the crippled children’s school, 
Says that the children are vastly happier 
there than they would be among the chil- 
dren in the public schools. ‘‘ When these 
little omes are among strong, healthy chi}- 
dren,”’ she said, “ they conceive the idea t 
‘all other chikiren are straight and strong, 
and that they are the only ones who are 
bent or crippled, and ‘it makes them unhap- 
py. Besides this, the other chiéldren are not 
considerate of them and tease them, and 
they suffer as much mentally as they have 
done physically. But here each child sees 
other children who are also crippled. They 
have a mutual sygnpathy and forbearance 
for each. Their own cross becomes easier 
when they realize that there are so many 
besides themselves who are unfortunate. I 
do not believe there ts a single child in this 
school that does not think that most of the 
other children are worse off than he is. They 
are gentile with each other, and their days 
here together seem the happiest they have 
ever known.”’ 

The children sit on the same hard benches 


each child should have a cushioned easy 
chair-of some kind, Some of the children 
sit in their own wheeled chairs and others hie 
most of the day on the beds, one or two of 
which are in each room. 

The children, in addition to their regular 
school work, do a great deal of sewing, em- 
broidery, and work of that character. One 
little girl who is paralyzed from the waist 
down makes embroidery that an expert 
needlewoman woul not be ashamed of, 
and a tot of a girl who has‘ a hip 
disease and moves slowly and painfully 
makes pretty little handkerchiefs, in which 
the hemstitching is most carefully and nice- 
ly done. One little boy who is a partial 
paralytic, and whose left arm is drawn and | 
twisted, fashions brackets and boxes out of 
soft wood with a jackknife. |

An attempt is now being made to hav 
school brought under the control ae ae 
board of education and to have a building 
especially erected and arranged for the par- 
ticular needs of the crippled children. They 
should have a big playroom on the first floor 
and schoolrooms on that floor for those who 
cannot climb stairs.

On Sept. 25 Mr. Booth will be 92 years 


old. To him this is not old age, however. 


His grandmother on one side and an aunt 


on the other lived to be 108 years old, and 
in view of his temperance and his present 


sturdy frame and rugged health he does not 


see why he should not equal that record at 


the least. He has just begun the writing of 
‘his own checkered history.

**It is nothing uncommon,” he says, “‘ to 
see an old negro who has taken to high hats 
having a bald and shiny pate above and 
an abundant crop of hair below the hat rim. 
I have long been convyinced—although his- 
sory is silent on the point—that Old Uncle 


*“* Who had-no hair on the top of his head, 
In the place where the wool ought to grow,’ 
was the favored recipient of all his master’s 
old silk hats. 3 

“The agriculturist, whose habit is to wear 
the loosest of head coverings during the 
greater part of his life, has usually more hair 
than is conducive to his comfort; but his 
son who has taken to city life may be bald 


} at 80. I think it will be noticed that the 


most rapid cases are among city men with 
close cut hair and who habitually wear the 
high hat. This hat must fit closer to the 
head, as from its height it is more liable to 
displacement. 

“The accuracy with which the hatter plies 
his trade is skill and energy in the wrong 
direction. That little instrument, the ‘ con- 
formator,’ that marks on paper the outlines 
of one’s head, by which the band is molded 
to press more evenly all around, is more 
destructive of the natural head covering 
than ever were the scalping knives of the 
North American Indians. 


_ Man’s Ungraceful Headgear. 

““Man’s high hat for many generations 
has varied within narrow limits and has 
always been ugly and unnatural. Why it 
should so long have held sway it is hard 
to understand. An artist cannot make it 
interesting in his work. It will not compare 
with the oriental tarban, the Scotch bonnet, 
or even the slouch hat for comfort or grace- 
ful capabilities. But the average man will 
wear it long after his faith in hair tonics 
and restorers has been shattered by seduc- 
tive promises. Still, let him remember as 
he takes his after dinner repose that his 
favorite hat certainly and inevitably will 
—— the pasture lands of the domestica 

In his arguments to the point, Gouinlock 
points to the fact that before baldness has 
reached its limits it has left the hafr con- 
forming as nearly as possible to the line cf 
the hat rim; that the protection of the 
temporal muscles’ against constriction of 
blood vessels at the sides of the head ac- 
counts for the frequent ‘‘ island ’’ of hair ob- 
served just above the ears of so many men; 
that baldness as disease belongs essentially 
to the wealthy classes, and that 50 per cent 
of elderly city men show some trace or 
fullness of it.

HE universal Easter rejoicings in 

olden times were not all because of 

the great event which Easter com- 

memorates. Old records show that 

it was often because the long forty 
days’ fast was over with a return to solid 
eating once more—not. only to solid eating, 
but for'‘the time to much feasting. Excessive 
fasting begat excessive feasting and there 
was no feast in olden time without excessive 
érinking. 

Anciently the paschal or Easter season 
extended from the Sunday before until the 
Sunday after Easter proper. On the Holy 
Thursday before, called Maunday or Shere 
Thursday, there were services commemora~- 
tive of Christ’s washing the disciples’ feet. 
The pope at Rome, the archbishops In vari- 
ous countries, and the monarchs in England 
even through BPlizabeth’s time had feet wash- 
ing services, the necessary accompaniment 
of which was the giving of food and money 
to the poor. 

On Holy Saturday and Easter eve the 
services vary in the different churches. That 
in the Greek church lasts all night. There 
are great crowds in the church at Jerusalem, 
though a large admission is charged, who are 
there to witness the fire descend from heaven 
into the sepulcher and to light their candles 
by it. The Easter feast in that church is 
the most important of the year. Lent over, 
the ovens are crowded with preparations 
for banqueting. Every house is fragrant 
with the odor of pies and baked meats, and 
everybody is in festal array. A great many 
visits are paid. 

On the last day of Lent everybody in Rome 
rushes to the Vatican. In Italy the “ se- 
pulchers " in the churches are watched night 
and day by people clad in deep mourning 
from the dawn of the Holy Thursday till 
midday on Saturday. when the body is sup- 
posed to rise from the grave. The resurrec- 
tion isi announced by the firing of cannon. 
the blowing of trumpets, and the ringing of 
the bells which from the preceding Thursday 
have been carefully tied up to protect them 
from the power of the devil. 

The ceremonies of Easter day itself are 
grand, long, and many featured throughout 
Catholic Christendom, but anciently these 
were barely over before secular performances 


began. 
Easter Eggs and Dishes. 


For many years, and perhaps even today, 
the first dish brought to the table on Easter 
day at Queen’s college, Oxford, was red her- 
ring fixed to reecmble a man, put astridea 
corn salad, riding away on horseback. This 
is said to be a remnant of the old? pageants 
which were exhibited in the popular re- 
joicings that Lent was over. 

It has long been a popular and quite uni- 
versal custom to give or beg eggs at Easter, 
and. these, of old called paste’ ‘or pasque 
eggs, played an important part at this sea- 
son. The custom of giving the egg asa sym- 


bolic thing was ancient. At Easter it is 


given as a mark of friendliness, begged, 
played with in various ways, andeaten. The 
liberty to eat eggs began again after Faster, 
and often families sent whole hampers full

There were many and curious ways of get-. 
ting money at this season. Several of these 
were long practiced in Durham, Engiand. 
One custom was for the men to take off the 
women’s shoes or. buckles on one day and on 
the next the women to make reprisals. The 
buckles or shoes could only be redeemed by 
a. present of money. Another form of the 
same thing was for four boys to scour the 
streets on Easter Sunday for women, whom 
they addressed, saying: “Pay for your 
shoes, if you please,” at the same time stoop- 
ing to take them off. If they did not get a 
penny or twopence they would carry them 
away. On Easter Monday girls claimed the 
same privHege. If they could not get money 
they would snatch a hat and run off, the 
owner having to pay sixpence for the priv- 
ilege of wearing ik again. 

The strangest of these custome were those 
of lifting or heaving which the women did 
one day, Easter Monday, and them meén on 
the next.

Poor Man’s Season. 


The week following Easter was the poor 
man’s season. The will of the sovereign for 
a brief time, and the poor man of few out- 
ings often celebrated his supremacy by get- 
ting wholly drunk, whence much moralizing 
both by himself and others. Easter Sunday 
was the day for choosing church wardens in 
the different parishes and for merrymaking 
afterwards. The journeyman who worked 
on Easter Monday would bose his caste. 

Among the peasants of Spain it was the 
custom to choose a paschal or Easter king. 
It is said that as the Emperor Charles V. was 
passing through a small village in Aragon 
on Easter day he was met by one of these 
peasant kings who said gravely: “ Sir, it 
is I thatam king.”’ **‘ Much good may it do 
you, my friend,”’ replied the emperor. “‘ You 
have chosen a troublesome employment.”’ 


Quaint Superstitions. 


The Easter superstitions were many. The 
kings of England had a custom of hallowing 
rings with ceremony, which were supposed 
to have great efficacy against the cramp and 
falling sickness. These. were called cramp 
rings. There was a superstitious custom of 
putting out fires and kindling them again 
on Easter eve. In Ireland there were numer- 
ous superstitions. The inhabitants even to- 
day in some parts of that country get up to 
see the sun rise on Easter morning, or, as they 
said, to see it dance, which they believed it 
did. It was believed that if vou abstained 
from meat on Easter Sunday you would es- 
cape a fever for a year. 

There is an old superstitious prophecy con- 
cerning Easter. It is: 

** When my Lord fails on my tady’s lap, 

England beware of some mishap.”’ . 
which means that when the festival of 
Kaster falls near Lady day (March 25) that 
England is threatened with some calamity. 
The earliest possible day whereon Easter 
can happen, in any yéar, is March 22. It fell 
on that day in 1818, and cannot happen on 
that day again until 2285.

AGNER has dominated the week at the opera. Not that 
the performances of the works by Donizetti, Leon- 
cavallo, Gounod, and Verdi were wanting in interest 
and in merit, but the representations ‘‘ Die Walkire,” 
**‘Die Meistersinger,” and Tristan und Igolde’’ re- 
ceived were in most respects so adequate that. the full 
potency of these music-dramas made itself felt. When- 
ever this is the case the impression made on the listener is so pro- 
found and so clearcut that the pleasure @erived from operas writ- 
ten in the Italian style, no matter how keen it may be at the 
moment, is overshadowed and seems to fade from memory. The 
expianation is not difficult to discover. 


In the older Italian.operas the personality of the singer plays. 


e more important role, in the Wagner music the music 
itself. Not that one would attempt to claim that the individuality 
of the singer does not have much to do also with the effectiveness 
of the Wagnerian works—that it does we have had clearly dem- 
onstrated in several instances during the last. week—but there is 
in the Wagner scores an inherent impressivéness that js apart 
from any personal magnetism the interpreter brings to the per- 
formance, and which makes itself felt no matter what the manner 
of giving may be. Inadequacy cannot entirely conceal this power 
to imprtéss; competency cannot exhaust its possibilities. . 


It is subject for congratulation that the three music-dramas 
thus far presented have been received with such hearty evidence 
of popular interest and approval, for the result may be the main- 
taining of these works in the Chicago repertory of the Metropoli- 
tan company, and instead of having to content ourselves with 
“Lohengrin ’’ and *Tannhduser” as the heaviest works in the 
list we may in the future have “ Die Meistersinger,” “ Tristan,” 
and portions of the Trilogy as the chief features of the season. 

Certainly the enthusiasm with which “Die Meistersinger was 
accepted by the audience last Thursday evening .showed that 
Chicago opera patrons are now ready for this greatest of all the 
The audience that evening enjoyed itself, and 
more genuine, spontaneous satisfaction has not been noted at any 
performance attended here in years. | 

The comedy of the work kept the Hsteners capitally enter 
tained, and the countless beauties of the wonderful score, while 
they may not have found full appreciation—that is possible only 
with complete familiarity with the work—were by no means left 
without a gratifying measure of recognition. It was an evening 
of rare satisfaction to all concerned—an evening not soon to be 
surpassed or forgotten. | 

One of the pleasantest features of the performance was the 
opportunity afforded of seeing Mr. Van Rooy in the réle of Hans 
Sachs. The eminent Dutch baritone had previously been heard 
here only as Wotan and as Wolfram, and although ‘in both of 
these characters his high abilities both as actor and singer were 
made evident, his full stature as an operatic artist was not re- 
vealed as on Thursday evening. 

The Norse god is not a grateful part, the average operagoer 
losing sight of the fact that he is in reality the hero of the entire 
Trilogy, and regarding him as a sort of long , Solemn old 
party, who has family troubles in which he invariably gets 
worsted, and who is enjoyable only when he supplies the vocal 
obligato to the magic fire scene music at the close of “ Die 
Walkiire.” The most any singer can do with the part is to be 
dignified in awe inspiring degree, stand around thinking supposed- 
ly unutterable things, and declaim the music with breadth and 
impressiveness, all of which Mr. Van Rooy accomplished with 
exceptional success, but which it was felt by no means exhausted 
his artistic resources.

Tuesday night will see a revival of Verdi's “The Masked Ball,” 

which hag not been heard here from any of the “ big ’’ companies 
in many years. This opera ranks In chronological order among 
the later of Verdi's works, having had its first presentation ia 
Rome in 1859. 

The opera had a stormy history. It was first ramed ‘“ Gustave 
IIL.,’’ and was planned to have its premiére in Naples in 1858. 
Rehearsals were in progress when the attempt on the life of 
Napoleon was made by Orsini, and owing to the work containing 
a conspiracy scene the public performance was fcrbidden by the 
authorities. 

The endeavor was made to induce Verdi to have the libretto 
rewritten, but he would not consent to this, although the way out 
of the difficulty was finally found in the changing of the scene to 
Boston, Mass., and having the Swedish king transformed into 
Riceardo, count of Warwick and governor of Boston. 

It was in this highly anachronistic form that the opera was 
finally produced, and although later a version known as the Nea- 
politan version was prepared,.the Boston book is the one still 

‘generally employed, and is the one to be heard here Tuesday 
evening.

OMEO, to my mind, must be wholly a | 
Italian in appearance, in manner, 
breathing the spirit of the na- 
tional records of a timeand place 
amorous blood stained intrigues. ihe 
It is for this reason rather than 
for archsological accuracy that I try to bat es 
convey the first impression of such a young 
man from the moment I appear upoh the 
Stage. The late Lord Leighton, the president 
of the Royal Academy, an accepted high au- 
thority on Italian costume, was good enough * 


to make suggestions for my dresses (carry- 
ing cut this idea), the designs for which were 
faithfully adhered to in both color and con- 
tour. From the first until the end of the 
third act mine is the ** Red Romeo,” full 
of hot blood, reasonless in his passion, rush- 


venge for wrong. The flaming red, as the 
tragedy develops, gives place to a more som- 
ber hue, but still the red, until the melan- 
choly ending of the play from the point of 
Romeo's banishment, the red disappears 
from the scheme of color which changes to 
the melancholy green of the yew tree and the 
poplar—trees associated with and typical of 
tragedy. 

There is a distinct reason also why the 
Montague should be dressed rather differ- 
ently from the followers of the “ Great Rich 
Capulet,’” whom Mercutio distinctly describes 
as being dressed after the fashion of the 
French. Therefore I have the Capulets in 
the prescribing Celtic fashions of the time 
which are suggested by those worn by the 
French and English kings when they met on 
the “ field of the cloth of gold.” 


So much has been lost of the play by leaving out all suggestion of Rosaline, Romeo's 
first love, before he saw Juliet that I have restored the allusions to her in the first act 
by Benvolio and subsequently by her friar. Shakspeare introduced the character of Rosa- 
line on purpose to emphasize the sudden changing Italian nature of Romeo which without 
a thought passes from the unreceptive Rosaline, turning to the pure and passionate Juliet. 
Romeo, as I read him, and as Shakspeare wrote him, beliéves himself to be ‘“star 
crossed,’ and in frequent scenes “fears some consequence yet hanging in the stars.” For 
this reason, and following such an idea, I play the part as a man fighting against fate until 
it overwhelms him, when he turns at last with the ene desperate effort at revolt and tak- 
ing his fate in his own hands cries out from his soul “ Then I defy you, stars!’ Coming, 
as the point does, so late in the play, the critics have made up their minds and probably 
retired from the theater to sum up their impressions on a performance which until that 
line is reached is incomplete. This always grieves me, for as far as Romeo is concerned — gq 
the last act is the one in which Shakspeare gives him the play.

_ "The favorable action taken by the lower 
house of the genera! assémbly last week on 
the pending amendment to the Torrens law 
encourages the belief it will become 4 law. 
That it will pase the house by a substantial 
majority there seems little doubt in view of 
jast Thursday's ngs, the only doubt 
being as to the senate’s action. The oppo- 
nents of the measure profess to be confident 
the upper house will show a majority against 
it,. and it is generally recognized by the 
friends.of the measure that the outlook is 
jess promising than in the lower house. 
Nevertheless there is a general belief a ma- 
jority will be found in its favor when it 
gomes up on third reading on Tuesday. It 
is generally recognized that the opponents 
of the proposed law are placing their chief 
reliance upon the senate. Nevertheless it is 
believed that the overwhelming sentiment 
shagyn to exist in the house in favor of the 
measure will be certain to have a strong 
influence on the senate. 

Lively Proceedings. 
"Thursday's proceeding of the house were 
{nteresting to a degree, and were marked by 
the most severe excoriation of the Chicago 
Title and Trust company, as well as the use 
of every parliamentary trick on the part of 
the opponents of the bill to delay, cripple, or 
defeat it. These efforts were unavailing, 
however, as on every vote the friends of the 
bill were in a majority of over two to one. 


Denounce Abstract Company. 

Representative Oldam of Chicago was par- 
ticularly severe in his strictures on the Chi- 
cago Title and Trust company. 

“This trust is even more absolute than the 
Standard Oil company,” he said, “ and while 
it depends for the continuation of its exist- 
ence upon information derived from the pub- 
Me records of Cook county, which records are 
the property of the citizens of that county, it 
has for the last two years, by its extortion- 
ate charges and high handed methods, liter- 
ally held these citizens by the throat. Prior

tions from the citizens’ standpoint were bad 
enough, but there was a semblance of com- 
petition. 

“Since consolidation was effected a state 
ef affairs has existed in Cook county which 
fs unequaled in any other part of the Unitec 
States. Shortly. after this union of forces 
‘Was accomplished the prices for abstracts 
were advanced 100 per cent, and if the com- 
pany sees fit to make a further advance the 

‘people will have to grin and bear it.” 


oe Judge Tuley’s Opinion. 
©°Inm @ letter to the Torrens Law Extension 
feague regretting his inability to go to Spring- 
field in behalf of the pending measure, Judge 
Murray F. Tuley said of the operations of the

of the Torrens system. By far the greater 


portion of our land owners hold small proper- 
ties worth less than $5,000 each. Since the 
value of the land does not enter into the cost 
of the abstract these small property owners 
pay most of this useless expense. 

“ Registration of title has been so long and 
gatisfactorily used in the greater part of the 
civilized world, and its recent growth in the 
United States has been sorapid, that, without 
doubt, it will soon be the universal system 
of dealing with land titles. If this be true, 
and I doubt it not, it follows, as a sound prin- 
ciple of political economy, that our lands 
should come under the system as rapidly as 


practicable. 

“The bill, by requiring the registration of 
probated lands, will necessarily operate to 
place the present optional law upon a firm 
and secure basis, give general public confi- 
dence in the system, and increase registration 
by present owners. To have our lands under 
the safest, simplest, and cheapest system isa 
matter of most vital consequence to the en- 
tire community, and especially to the small 
property owners. This result more than jus- 
tifies:the small element of compulsion con- 
tained in the measure.

The diggers at work in the pit 
shovel three spades full of dirt into each 
of these baskets, and with this ‘load’ the 
man moves on after those filing away in 
front, dumping his baskets finally a full 
quarter of a mile away. 

“Talk about machine labor. In Nagasaki 
harbor I saw long lines of women and girls, 
using baskets, pass 1,400 tons of coal into the 
hold of our steamer in less than seven hours. 

“The novelty in ths was the woman and 
girl labor. The men did the shoveling of the 
coal into the baskets. These baskets were 
rounded on the bottom and without handles, 
As soon.as one of them was filled it was 
picked up by a woman and passed in a twink- 
ling to the next woman in line, and so on, 
till up the steep steps of the deck the basket 
would reach the hole in the side of the 
steamer, through which the coal would be 
dumped into the hold.

higher on open Armour support and on in- 
creased alarm on the part of shorts, particu- 
larly in May, which sold up ic in the first five 
minutes, the advance in July being %c. The 
smaller shorts in July gathered no comfort 
from the glowing prospect for an immense 
crop, but on the bulge there wae an attempt 
by the Armour interest to market a part of 
its large holdings, and the market took it 
badly. As soon as a disposition to sell be- 
came apparent there was a rush on the part 
of pit traders to help in the selling. Holders 
scramDied to get the best prices possible, and 
shorts were encouraged to add to their lines. 

Within an hour there was a break of 3c in 
May and of 2%c in July from the early bulge, 
with the business much heavier around the 
lower prices than at the top. There was Ar- 
mour support on the extreme decline anda 
partial reaction, but the close showed net 
losses of %-%c in May, 1%c in July, and 1%ec 
in September from the previous close. May 
opened from 76%c to 7é%c, touched 
and then broke to 74%c. On the rally it sold 
up to 76c, but closed at 75%c. On the break 
from 76%c there was a small panic, trades far 
apart and difficult to make, with stop loss or- 
ders executed away below the limits set. 
There was a similar experience in July, in 
which there was a much heavier trade. Ar- 
mour selling became apparent from 72c to 
71%¢, and from the latter figure to 7ic, hardly 
500,000 bu being traded in. Around 70c there 
was a big trade, and an idea Armour was 
holding the market, which reacted to 70%-%%c.. 

The trade was so excited and at times so 
large that operations were hard to follow, 
and guesses as to the character of the Armour 
trades were wide apart. Their sales of July 
might have been 3,000,000 bu, and they were 
apparently sacrificed at a lower price than 
the bulk of the July purchases made for the 
same interest on Thursday. 


Mey Holding Not Decreased. 

The selling of May by Armour was on a 
smaller scale, the general opinion at the 
close was that the holdings of this delivery 
had not been decreased at all as the net re- 
sult of the day’s operation. 

The government report, with its indication 
of a crop variously estimated from 544,000,- 
000 bu to 579,000,000 bu, encouraged bearish 
sentiment, particularly after the Armour 
selling became apparent. It affected outside 
markets more than Chicago, and they were 
lower, particularly the winter wheat mar+ 
kets, when this market was showing 
‘strength. This outlook and the higher prices 
brought out increased offerings of wheat in 
the southwest, where probably 300,000 bu 
were purchased by different cash houses. 

The reaction was helped by a big cash 
business at the seaboard, estimated as high 
as 520,000 bu, and by the large clearances 
of 789,000 bu. Private cables brought some 
bullish opinions, Paris advices claiming the 
situation strong in France and imports of 
15,000,000 bu to 30,000,000 bu necessary . 
before harvest. A Rosario cable read: 
“ Wheat receipts retarded by bad weather.”’ 
Buda-Pesth cabled: * Prospects for a large 
crop in Hungary.” Nothing had so much 
effect, however, as the attitude of the lead- 
ing interest. Receipts were liberal—504,000 
bu at primary points—and for the week 
they were 2,153,000 bu, compared with 1,727,- 
000 bu the corresponding week last year. 
There were 138,000 bu No. 1 northern in- 
spected out of store, making 480,000 bu for 
the week. ° Shipments for the week were 
1,560,000 bu, compared with receipts of 190,- 
000 bu. Total stocks and those of contract 
grade will show liberal decreases. Clear- 
ances for the week were 2,633,000 bu. Odes- 
sa port stocks were reported as 6,500,000 
bu April 1, compared with 1,280,000 bu a 
year ago. The Englis.. visible supply de- 
creased 213,000 bu for the wek. Broomhall 
‘predicted world’s shipments of 10,500,000 
bu, including 8,800,000 bu to Europe, and a 
moderate increase on passage. : 


Coarse Grains Quiet. 

"The corn market was a tame affair, the 
trade light and featureless, but there was 
enough covering by shorts to steady prices, 
which closed unchanged to \c higher for the 
day. The heavy rains in Iowa and Illinois, 
which will delay farm work, were a strength- 
ening factor. Receipts were 188 cars for two 
days, with none contract, and 105 estimated 
for Monday. Shipments for the week were 
1,613,000° bu, compared with receipta of 694,000 
bu. Primary receipts were 493,000 bu. The 


| cash market was steady, but the shipping de- 


mand was dull, no sales reported. Clear- 
ances were 412,000 bu for the day, and for the 
week were 2,655,000 bu, compared with 159,- 
000 bu for the corresponding week last year. 

Oats opened weak when wheat was show- 
ing strength, and on offerings by pit traders 
and commission houses May sold off to 824%c, 
but commission offerings ceased and on cov- 
ering by the pit the loss was regained, the 
close practically unchanged at $2%4-%c. The 
cash market was steady for good grades, but 
easy for the poor, with prices quotably un- 
changed. There was a small shipping de- 
mand, with sales of 40,000 bu lake and rail. 
There were heavy rains in Illinois and Iowa, 
arid showery conditions predicted, but it was 
assumed there would be no trouble in com- 
pleting the seeding. There was some Pat- 
ten selling of July. There were 261 cars in, 
with 6 standard, and 135 estimated for Mon- 
day. Shipments for the week were 2,906,000 
bu, and receipts 1,465,000 bu. Clearances were 
70,000 bu. 

Hog Product Generally Steady. 

The provision trade was not significant in 
any way, and was in only moderate volume. 
The early market on May pork was weak 
and there was a sharp break of 25c in the 


| price, but as there were no trades it did not 


mean much. The May delivery is practically 
dead. The other deliveries did not respond 
to the May movement. Both lard and ribs 
were about steady. Some buyingin the latter 
product was attributed to Armour interests. 
At the close pork showed a decline of 2c ex- 
cept on July, lard an advance of 24%@5c, and 
ribs an advance of 74@12\%c. Local hog re- 
ceipts were 8,000, with 27,000 estimated for 
Monday and 130,000 for the week. At west- 
ern packing points there were 24,900, as 
against 25,900 a week ago, and 26,900 last 
year. Shipments of cured meats were 2,249,- 
000 Ibs for the day, making 8,522,500 lbs for 
the week. Last year’s figures were 4,083,000 
Ibs and 12,961,900 Ibs respectively. Lard 
shipments for the day were 1,810,000 Ibs, 
against 2,472,000 Ibs last year; for the week 
5,087,700 Ibs; against 7,188,700 Ibs a year ago. 

Rye was siow, and entirely unchanged as 
to futures, in which busthess was confined 
to moderate sales of May at 50c. July was 
offered at the same price. Inthe cash market 
No. 2 free on board sold at 5ic, No. 3 at 49c, 
and No. 4 at 47c. 

Barley was moderately firm, prices not be- 
ing quotably changed. Receipts were 44 
cars, the same number being loaded from 
unlicensed elevators. Screenings ranged from 
4c to 40c for good to choice, with malting 
grades covering a general range from 42c to

Flax Area Reduced. 


Considerable interest is being manifested 
in the prospective flax area in the northwest 
this year, says the Duluth Commercial Rec- 
ord, and while little is or can be known that 
will warrant exact figuring, it is quite gener- . 
ally assumed that a large decrease is possi- 
ble. Several reasons are advanced for ex- 
pecting a decrease, the principal one being 
that farmers prefer wheat at 70c or barley at 
40c to 45c than flax at around a dollar. Other 
reasons are that continued flax growing has 
exhausted the soil for that purpose, and the 
general spread of the so-called flax blight 
has made it an uncertain crop at best. Tak- 
ing North Dakota as a whole, it looks rea- 
sonable to expect a flax area not much under 
2,000,000 acres. But the fact should not be 
overlooked that, with an area of not over 
1,500,000 acres, it will be possible to raise a 
crop as large as was raised last year. Under 
any conditions that can now be foreseen 
Minnesota should have 700,000 .to 800,000 
acres and South Dakota about half of that. 
A total area, including Iowa and the south- 
west, of 3,250, acres or upward would seem 
assured—a dec of about 500,000 acres 
from last year.

Little if any 
straw used In the most expensive bonnets is produced in this 
country. It is mostly all imported into the United States in 
the plait, ready to be manipulated into any style Dame 
Fashion chooses to set. 

Straw plaiting is a domestic industry among the women. 
and young children of Japan, China, Italy, and Switzerland, 
as well as some parts of France. The choicest kinds, per- 
haps, coming from Switzerland and Italy. | : 

From six to nine months is none too long to make a plait 
of the highest quality for a hat. And it will take four or five 
days to fashion a plait long enough for one of vastly inferior 
quality. 

Excessively trying to the eyes of the plaiters is the finest 
straw work. And not more than two or three hours a day 
can be given to it, as the work can only be done during the 
strongest light. So the nimble fingers of the foreign straw 
workers are kept busy while tif sun shines the brightest. _ 

There is enough else to occupy every spare minute. The 
straw has to be dressed in a’ delicate golden color before it is 
ready for plaiting, and it must not be brittle, but pliable, so 
that it can be worked into different shapes without breaking. 
These same women and children also sow the wheat and 
barley seed from which the finest straw is grown, selecting
